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INTRODUCTION. 

FTER  above  twenty  years  em¬ 
ployment  at  Sea,  moftly  in  the 
Royal  Navy,  I  was  of  opinion  that 
by  the  help  of  my  Log-Books  and  o- 
ther  Obfervations  which  1  had  made 
with  great  care,  I  could  collect  Ma¬ 
terials  fufficient  to  be  of  future  fer- 
vice  to  Mankind,  and  particularly  to 
fuch  of  my  Countrymen  as  may  na¬ 
vigate  the  Seas  which  I  had  frequent¬ 
ed.  As  moll  of  my  voyages  and  an- 
pointments  have  been  to  Jamaica , 1 1 
have  had  the  fafety  of  that  Navigati¬ 
on  much  at  heart,  and  that  the  more, 
bccaufe  I  have  not  been  able  to  find 
any  Charts  yet  made  public,  that  can 
be  of  any  tolerable  help  in  failing 
thofe  Seas.  I  therefore  fet  myfelf 
heartily  to  work ;  and,  after  much 
time,  labour,  and  expence,  have  com- 
pleated  two  large  Sea-charts  of  the 
P adages  to  and  from  Jamaica ;  the 
one  between  the  illands  of  Cuba  and 

Hifpaniola , 


Hifpaniola ,  commonly  called  the 
Windward  Paffage ;  the  other  be¬ 
tween  the  coaft  of  Florida  and  the 
Bahama  iflands,  called  the  Gulph 
Paffage.  This  my  Performance, 
having  been  well  approved  of  by  many 
good  judges  who  have  often  gone 
thofe  Paffages,  I  was  thereby  induced 
to  lay  my  Draughts  before  the  Right 
Honourable  the  Lords  Commiflioners 
of  the  Admiralty  ;  and  was  fo  for¬ 
tunate  as  to  meet  with  their  Appro¬ 
bation,  and  obtained  leave  to  in- 
fcribe  them  to  their  Lordfhips. 

The  Draughts  are  fairly  engra¬ 
ven,  in  two  feperate  Charts,  witli 
printed  Inftruftions  and  Remarks 
at  large,  proper  to  each,  to  the  end, 
that  the  purchafers  may  be  at  their 
choice  to  provide  themfelves  of  one 
or  both,  as  may  beft  fuit  their  conve- 
niency.

WINDWARD  PASSAGE. 

Of  Bearings,  Dijlances ,  Shoals ,  Rocks,  &c. 
with  Places  of  Anchorage ,  Wooding ,  Wa¬ 
tering,  &c.  about  the  IJland  of  Hifpaniola, 

• 

Begin  with  Altavalo ,  as  being  the  tnoft 
ioutherly  rock  of  Hifpaniola ,  the  land 
you  (leer  for  in  going  down  from  the 
Leeward  IJlandt  to  Jamaica  :  For  by  keep¬ 
ing  in  that  latitude,  you  avoid  falling  into  a 
deep  dangerous  bay  called  Juliana,  lying  to 
N.  E.  of  Altavalo ;  and,  moreover,  to  the 
weftward  of  this  is  the  French  part  of  Hif¬ 
paniola,  for  which  the  Draught  is  made. 

Altavalo,  then,  is  a  high  picked  rock,  and 
at  moft  bearings  makes  the  refemblance  of  a 
bell.  It  lies  in  lat.  iyd.  27m.  N.  and  S.  W, 
from  the  ifland  of  Beata,  dift.  7  4-niiles,  and 
from  the  S.S.E.dift.  8  miles.  From  the 
weftern  Falfe  Cape ,  to  the  S.  W.  point  of  Be¬ 
ata  S.  E„  b.S.  dift.  16  miles.  From  the  wef- 
tern  Falfe  Cape  to  Altavalo  5.  b,  E.  E.  dift. 

1 9  miles  $  and  from  the  fame  Falje  Cape  to 
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the  Frails  S.  -J-E.  dift.  n  miles.  From  the 
fame  Falfe  Cape  to  the  river  in  Sambay 
N.  N.W.  northerly  dift.  19  miles.  The  two 
Falfe  Capes  bear  from  each  other  E.  S.E.  and 
W.  N.  W.  between  which  is  the  bay  called 
Blew  Hole ,  where  there  is  good  fifhing,  and 
on  fhore  wild  bullocks  and  hogs. 

At  the  weft  end  of  Beata  bringing  the 
S.  W.  point  S.  or  S.  b.  W.  dift.  2  or  3  miles 
there  is  anchorage  in  10  or  12  fathom  wa¬ 
ter,  the  N.W.  point  bearing  about  N.  N.  E„ 
At  the  laft  mentioned  point  you  may  an¬ 
chor,  and  there  is  a  well  with  frefti  water  in 
it  at  times. 

Afmalldiftance  from  Altavalo  N.W.  there 
is  a  fmall  rock,  and  a  mile  and  a  half  furrher 
runs  out  a  fhallow,  where  we  had  16  fathom 
water,  fandy  ground. 

The  Frails ,  is  a  clump  of  fteep  rocks ; 
you  may  fail  within  a  quarter  of  a  mile  of 
them  all  round. 

Within  the  weftern  Falfe  Cape  you  may 
anchor ;  but  you  muft  come  within  a  mile 
of  fhore  before  you  can  have  foundings. 
The  wind  is  for  the  mo  ft  part  off  fhore,  and 
there  is  good  fifhing. 

If  you  would  go  into  Sambay,  you  may 
keep  Altavalo  juft  open  with  the  weftern 
Falfe  Cape.  When  you  are  at  anchor  off  the 
mouth  of  Sambay ,  the  weftern  Falfe  Cape 
will  bear  S.S.  E,  foutherly  dift.  19  miles. 

At 
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At  about  midway  between  this  Falfe  Cape  and 
the  river,  you  come  upon  foundings  from  32 
to  16,  and  fo  gradually  down  to  6  or  7  fa¬ 
thoms,  at  about  a  mile  from  the  river,  all 
good  ground. 

Above  the  river’s  mouth  there  are  two 
fquare  brown  places  or  favannahs,  which 
may  guide  you  in  anchoring.  .  The  river 
Sambay  is  extremely  convenient  for  a  fleet 
to  wood  and  water  in,  as  there  is  for  the  moil 
part  but  little  wind,  and  that  oft  fhore ;  for 
the  fea  winds  come  not  in  above  two  or  three 
hours  in  a  day.  In  the  bay  there  is  plenty 
of  fifh  both  for  the  net  and  hook  ;  and  at 
times  you  may  meet  with  Spanifh  or  French 
hunters,  which  have  their  huts  for  curing 
and  jerking  wild  bullocks  and  hogs. 

To  the  weftwara  of  Sambay  dift.  13  or  14 
miles,  there  is  a  fmall  harbour  called  Tra/, 
frequented  by  the  barks  wherein  the  hunters 
carry  their  meat  to  market. 

Jackemel ,  the  next  port  to  Troii,  is  a  fine 
harbour,  with  fortifications  at  the  entrance, 
and  is  known  at  fea  by  the  fudden  cut-oft  or 
drop  of  a  hill,  feen  over  another  long  hill  at 
the  upper  part  of  the  harbour  ;  by  running 
in  for  which  drop,  you  will  be  led  dire&ly 
in  for  the  harbour’s  mouth. 

From  Jackemel  to  Cape  Bennet  the  courfe 
is  W.  S.  W.  dift.  4  leagues.  It  is  very  re¬ 
markable  on  account  of  its  white  cliffs. 
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From  Cape  Bennet  to  the  eaft  end  of  the 
ifle  of  Ajh ,  is  W  ~  foutherly,  dift.  iB  or  19 
leagues.  When  you  are  off  at  fea,  and  abreaft 
of  the  ifle  of  Ajh,  the  middle  of  the  faddle 
hill  over  Port  Louis  bears  N.  b.  E.  eafterly, 
and  then  the  eaft  end  of  the  ifle  of  Ajh  is 
between  you  and  it.  This  ifland  is  low,  and 
lies  fo  under  the  other  land  of  the  main, 
that  you  mull:  be  near  it  before  you  will  be 
able  to  diftinguifh  it  from  the  main. 

The  faid  hills  over  Pert  Louis  is  the  fe- 
cond  high  land  from  the  weft  end  of  Hifpa - 
niola.  The  weftermoft  is  the  higheft,  and 
is  called  Grandtance  :  It  may  be  feen  30  or 
40  leagues  at  fea,  on  both  fides  the  ifland  ;  fo 
that  knowing  the  fitu&tion  and  bearing,  you 
may  be  fecure  of  a  good  guide  in  working 
up  through  the  Windward  Pajfage .  I  have 
often  feen  and  fet  this  hill  between  Cape 
Maize  and  Cape  Nicholas . 

There  is  a  rock  called  the  Diamond ,  bear¬ 
ing  E.  northerly  from  the  entrance  of  Port 
Lows ,  dift.  3  leagues,  and  from  the  E.  end 
of  the  ifle  of  Afh  N.  E.  b.  N.  five  leagues. 

The  Ackens  Keys  lie  a  little  to  the  eaftward 
of  it,  and  bear  from  the  E.  end  of  the  Ifle 
of  Ajh  N.  E.  northerly.  The  S.  end  of  the 
ifle  of  Afh  and  Point  Bacco ,  when  in  one, 
bear  E.  b,  N.  4  N.  and  W.  h.  S.  4  S.  dift.  2 
or  3  leagues.  There  is  a  reef  off  the  eaft 
end  of  the  ifle  of  A.fl\  about  a  mile,  which 
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mud  be  avoided  when  you  are  going  into 
Port  Louis, 

To  anchor  at  the  weft  end  of  the  ifle  of 
AJh>  you  may  fail  by  the  weft  part  of  the 
iftand  within  a  mile  or  two,  fo  as  to  bring 
the  aforefaid  point  to  bear  S.E.b.S.  in  4  4-  fa-* 
thorn  water ;  and  then  the  eaftermoft  White 
Chiffon.  the  main  will  bear  north  wefterly,and 
the  entrance  of  Port  Louis  N.  E.  and  Point 
Bacco  S.W.b.  S.  and  the  Grand  Coies  N.  YV. 
by  N.  All  hereabouts  is  good  ground. 

There  is  a  fmall  fandy  key  which  lies  a 
little  off  the  N,  W.  point  of  the  ifle  of  Afh . 
Bring  this  key  on  the  aforefaid  point,  and  at 
about  a  mile  diftance  you  will  find  five  fa¬ 
thom,  fandy  ground,  with  good  anchoring 
and  founding  a  long  way  to  the  fouthward. 

All  along  the  E,  fide  of  Point  Bacco  there 
is  a  reef  of  rocks,  about  a  mile  from  the  fhore, 
to  which  you  fhould  be  attentive  as  you  are 
coming  out  from  the  weft  end  of  the  ifle  of 
Afh. 

The  courfe  from  Point  Bacco  to  cape  TV- 
bcron  is  W.b.N.  4N.  dift.  io  or  11  leagues. 

To  anchor  in  Liber  on  bay,  you  muft  bring 
the  eaftermoft  point  to  bear  S.  E.  b.  S.  dift. 
4  of  a  mile  ;  and  then  you  will  be  right  againft 
the  river  or  watering  place.  There  is  founds 
ing  a  good  way  off  from  the  bay,  and  fo 
round  the  cape,  as  far  as  Cape  Donna  Maria . 
7 iberon  bay  lies  in  Lat.  18  d.  18  m.  N.

From  cape  Tiberon  to  Navafa  Is  12  leag. 
Navafa  lies  in  Latit  18  d.  23  m.  N. 

From  cape  Tiber  on  to  Irijh  Bay  point  1*3 
N.  N.  W.  and  from  thence  to  Donna  Maria 

N.  N.  E. 

To  anchor  in  Donna  Maria  bay,  you  muft 
bring  the  White  Cliff  in  the  bay  to  bear  E.b.S. 
in  5  fathom  water.  The  foundings,  as  you 
come  into  the  bay,  are  gradual ;  wherefore 
keep  your  lead  going. 

From  Navafa  to  Cape  Domia  Maria>  the 
courfe  isN.E.b.E.  dift.  12  leagues. 

From  cape  'Donna  Maria  to  cape  Rofay 
the  diftance  is  fix  leagues ;  between  which 
there  are  three  fmall  bays,  where  there  are 
barcadiers  for  fmall  veflels. 

From  cape  Rofa  to  the  Great  Cammate  the 
courfe  is  E.  b.  N.  f  N.  dift.  12  leagues. 

The  N.  point  of  the  Great  Cammate  and 
the  W.  end  of  the  Granive  bear  from  each 
other  S.  W.b.W.  andN  E.b.E.  dift,  9  leag. 

From  the  W.  end  of  the  Granive  to  the 
reef  of  rocks  which  lies  between  the  Granive 
and  the  main,  when  they  are  in  one,  the 
bearing  is  N.  N.  W.  and  S.  S.  E.  dift.  4  or  5 
leagues.  This  reef  is  dry  for  about  100  yards 
S.  W.  and  N.  E.  and  has  gradual  foundings 
to  the  rocks.  The  flat  of  the  reef  runs  a 
long  way  to  the  N.  E  •  and  the  beft  working 
is  between  the  reef  and  the  main,  becaufe  the 
main  is  bold,  and  continues  fo  all  the  way  up 
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to  Lewigan  or  Leogan  road  5  but  in  ftanding 
over  to  the  Granive  you  will  meet  with  over- 
falls  of  13,  11,  9,  7  fathom  water. 

To  anchor  in  Lewigan  road,  you  muff 
give  the  Fort-point  a  good  birth  of  about  a 
mile.  You  will  fee  the  white  water,  it  being 
very  rocky  about  the  Fort-point.  For  coming 
to  anchor,  bring  the  Fort-point  E.  N.  E.  or 
N.  E.  b.  N.  dift.  2  miles,  and  you  will  have 
muddy  ground  in  1 8  fathom  water,  with  the 
fortN.  E.  t  N.  diftance  1  mile,  then  the  E. 
end  of  the  GreatGranv ve  will  bearN.W.b.N. 
and  the  W.  end  W.N.W.  northerly,  and  the 
Little  Granive  N.W.  fN.  dift.  about  6  leag. 

About  4  miles  to  the  northward  of  the 
point  of  Lewigan  you  come  to  the  over- falls 
in  20  fathom,  and  fo  to  13,  10,  7,  11. 

The  Triangles  and  the  S.  E.  point  of  the 
the  Little  Granive  bear  from  each  other  N.E. 
eafterly  and  S.W.  wefterly,  dift.  5  leagues.  . 

From  the  Triangles  to  St  Mark's  Point  is 
N.W.b.  W.  dift.  5  leagues.  By  the  Triangles 
there  is  good  anchoring  in  1 3  fathom  water, 
coarfe  land  and  fhells. 

St  Mark's  Point  and  the  15.  end  of  the 
Granive ,  when  in  one,  bear  S.b.E.  and  N.b. 
W.  dift.  about  5  leagues. 

From  St  Mark's  Point  to  Arthabenite  Point 
the  bearing  is  N.N.W.  dift.  about  3  leagues. 
Here  is  good  gradual  founding  all  the  way, 
10  and  1 1  fathoms,  and  fo  up  in  the  bight, 
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where  is  St  Mark's  Town,  with  a  good  road 
for  Shipping,  well  fecured  by  forts. 

From  cape  Donna  Maria  to  cape  Nicho¬ 
las,  the  courfe  is  N.  E.  b.  E.  distance  32 
leagues. 

From  cape  Nicholas  to  the  ifland  of  Great 
Cammate,  the  courfe  S.  dift.  22  leagues. 

From  the  platform  of  cape  Nicholas  to 
the  W.  end  of  the  Great  Granive  is  S.  S.  E. 
dift.  1 5  leagues. 

From  the  fame  platform  to  Arthabenite 
point  is  S.  E.  b.  E.  dift.  13  leagues. 

From  cape  Nicholas  to  the  Mole  land  point 
is  N.N.E.  dift.  3  or  4  miles between  which 
two  is  the  Mole  itfelf  where  in  a  wet  feafon

you  may  get  water  at  the  head  3  or  4  miles 
up  ;  which  may  likewife  be  had  after  rains 
at  the  platform  5  but  in  dry  times  neither  of 
them  afford  any. 

From  the  Mole  land  point  to  the  W.  end 
of  the  ifland  of  c[ortudas ,  or  Tortugas,  or 
*  ‘Turtle  ifland,  the  courfe  is  N.  E.  b.  E.  dift. 
1 3  leagues :  In  order  to  anchor  at  the  W. 
end  of  this  iflai  d,  in  5  f  fathom  water,  fandy 
ground,  you  muft  bring  that  end  N.W.b.N. 
dift.  3  miles,  and  the  S.  W.  end  of  the  fame 
S.  S.  E.  and  a  fmall  reef  in  the  bay  N.  N.  E. 
dift.  .1  of  a  mile.  There  is  a  reef  all  along 
the  infide  of  the  ifland,  otherwife  there  is  a 
good  working  channel  between  the  ifland 
and  the  main.  The  middle  of  Tortudas  lies 
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in  Latit.  20  d.  13  m.  N.  it  is  5  or  6  leagues 
long,  and  ftretches  E.  b.  S.  and  W.  b.  N. 

Porta  Piee  lies  between  the  ifland  of  For* 
tudas,  with  a  place  for  large  (hips  5  when  the 
high  hill  which  is  feen  over  Porta  Piee  bears 
SCW.  b.  S.  then  the  E*  end  of  the  ifland  is 
between  you  and  it. 

From  the  E.  end  of  the  ifland  o iPortudas 
to  cape  Francois,  the  courfe  is  S.E.  b.E.  dift. 

10  or  11  leagues. 

From  ditto  to  Mont  a  Chrifta ,  or  Monte 
Ghrifliy  or  the  Grange ,  E.b.  S,  diftance  21 
leagues. 

To  the  weftward  of  this  mount  there  is  a 
large  flat,  with  feveral  keys  and  fhoals  upon 
it.  When  the  northermoft  key  or  fhoal 
is  in  one  with  the  mount,  they  bear  E. 
and  when  we  had  19  fathom  water,  and  were 
about  a  mile  diftant  from  the  fhoal,  cape 
Francois  bore  S.  W.  fW,  and  the  dry  key  in 
one  with  the  high-land  within  the  mount.  . 
To  the  fouthward  of  the  dry  fhoals  is  a  long 
flat  of  10  or  11  fathom  water  which  reaches 
as  far  as  Port  Dauphin ,  and  fo  all  along  the 
outfide  of  the  reef  which  forms  the  harbour 
of  cape  Francois  ;  to  go  into  which  harbour 
the  leading  mark  is  to  keep  the  E.  end  of 
the  ifland  of  Fortudas  open  with  the  point  of 
the  cape  land. 

On  the  outfide  of  the  cape  land  there  is 
a  little  harbour  called  Little  Cape  Francois  j 

C  and 


and  to  the  weflward  of  the  fame  cape  land 
there  is  a  fandy  bay  with  a  bar,  fit  only  for 
boats  5  five  miles  to  the  weflward  of  which 
is  a  good  place  to  anchor  in,  and  likewife  for 
watering,  which  we  availed  ourfelves  of  du¬ 
ring  the  war  with  Spain,  and  named  it  Cum¬ 
berland  Bay.  You  may  anchor  in  7  fathom 
water,  bringing  the  point  N.  N.  E.  and  the 
river  where  we  filled  our  cafks  E.  S.  E.  dis¬ 
tance  -  of  a  mile.  A  little  to  the  weflward 
of  this  is  a  moil  pleafant  iiland,  where  the 
gentry  of  Cape  Francois  often  regale  them- 
felves. 

To  the  weflward  of  Mont  a  Chrifia  there 
are  gradual  foundings  from  12  to  £  fathoms. 
In  order  to  anchor,  bring  the  S.  E.  end  of  the 
little  key  to  bear  N.  by  E.  and  between  that 
and  a  dry  fhoal  lying  to  the  W.  S.  W.  of  the 
iorefaid  key.  There  you  have  fmooth  riding 
and  good  ground.  At  the  town  of  MontdCbrif- 
ta  there  is  a  river  of  frefh  water,  and  a  fort 
which  was  built  by  the  Spaniards. 

To  the  eaflward  of  the  mount  you  may 
alfo  anchor  in  what  depth  of  water  you  pleafe, 
from  1 2  to  3  fathom,  within  a  reef,  where 
you  will  be  flickered  from  the  N.  E.  winds. 
It  is  befides  a  good  place  to  look  out  for  fhips 
coming  from  the  eaflward ;  for  you  are  lo 
much  under  the  mount,  that  before  they 
come  very  near  they  cannot  diflinguifh  you. 
1  he  firfl  year  of  the  prefent  war,  as  we  were 
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failing  from  New  Fork,  it  was  my  intention 
to  come  in  by  the  Weft  Corcois  (the  paffage 
by  which  the  French  fhips  go  out)  in  hopes 
of  intercepting  them  ;  and  the  keys  being 
low,  we  Itood  to  the  Southward  in  the  day¬ 
time,  but  kept  off  to  the  northward  with 
little  fail  during  the  night.  One  evening  fee¬ 
ing  land,  we  tack’d  and  hood  oft :  The  next 
morning;  we  hood  in  for  the  land,  which  we 
found  to  be  the  northermoh  key  of  Turk's 
Iflandy  and  about  noon  we  were  abreaft  of  it  j 
and  I  found  by  obfervation,  our  Latit.  to  be 
2 1  d.  47  m.  N.  Out  of  our  main  top  we 
could  then  fee  the  keys  upon  the  W.  Cor  cos , 
one  of  which  bore  W.  N.  W.  another  W. 
and  a  third  of  a  great  length  S.  W.  My  dis¬ 
tance  I  judged  to  be  about  4  leagues  from  the 
neareft,  we  then  being  2  or  3  miles  to  the 
wehward  of  the  northern  key  of  Turks  lftand\ 
fo  we  kept  our  courfe  S.  S.  W.  As  we  pafs’d 
the  firft  great  key,  we  could  fee  the  veflfels 
at  anchor ;  keeping  hill  the  fame  courfe,  we 
pafs’d  the  Second  and  the  third  keys,  and  by 
our  run  I  was  Satisfied  that  the  louthermoft 
key  lies  in  latitude  21  d.  30  m.  N.  At  the 
mah-head  I  could  fee  the  Cor  cos  key  Weft 
Southerly,  ftretching  to  the  S.  W.  From  the 
laft  key  I  made  our  courfe  in  the  night  S.b.E. 
diftance  1 1  leagues ;  and  in  the  morning,  be¬ 
ing  calm,  I  tried  for  a  current,  but  found 
none.  Then  from  the  maft-head  I  faw  the 
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high-land  to  the  eaftward  of  Mont  a  Chrijla , 
bearing  S.  b..  W.  In  often  running  over  from 
Monta  Chrijla  to  the  Corcos  bank,  I  always 
made  the  diftance  20  or  21  leagues  ;  whence 
I  infer  that  the  fh  fide  of  the  Corcos  bank  lies 
in  latitude  21  d.  5  m.  N.  Upon  the  edge  of 
the  reef  are  feveral  dry  patches  of  rocks ;  but 
the  key  is  a  good  way  in  upon  the  bank,  and 
when  you  come  palt  the  faid  patches  of  rocks, 
the  bank  inclines  to  the  N.  and  N.N.W.  dif¬ 
tance  8  or  9  leagues.  Then  you  pafs  by  a  key 
which  is  pretty  bold  to,  but  joined  to  the 
main  key  by  a  reef,  the  north  lide  of  which 
reef  is  the  going  into  the  fouth  harbour.  This 
k£y  is  called  the  Little  Corcos  Key ,  and  lies  in 
Lat.  21  d.  22  m.  N.  from  which  you  hawl 
up  N.N.E.  and  then  run  along  by  a  narrow 
key  5  or  6  leagues,  whence  it  rounds  up 
more  to  the  eaftward  :  Here  is  a  place  for 
anchoring,  and  fmall  craft  can  go  in  ;  but  the 
noithermoft  part  of  the  -bank  and  reef  runs 
up  as  far  as  Latitude  22  d.  5  m.  N. 

IHrom  the  Corcos  Key  to  Mayaguana  the 
courfe  is  N.W.b.W.  diftance  20  leagues. 

From  ditto  to  the  E.  end  of  Heaneago  is 
W.  diftance  15  or  16  leagues. 

#  From  ditto  to  Cape  Fran yois  is  S.  by  E, 
diftance  36  leagues. 

In  coming  through  between  the  Corcos 
Key  and  Heaneago ,  1  have  feen  both  at  the 
maft-head,  * 

At 
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At  the  E.  end  of  Heaneago ,  there  is  a  re¬ 
markable  rock,  which  when  it  bore  N. 
W.  ~  W.  diftance  about  2  leagues,  we  faw 
the  ground  under  us,  having  no  more 
than  3  f  fathom  water.  So  we  bawled  out 
S.S.E'.  and  kept  the  lead  a-going  till  we  had 
from  to  4,  47,  7,  8,  10  fathom,  and  then 
no  ground.  When  the  forefaid  rock  bore 
N.N.W.  diftance  4  or  5  leagues,  then  the  E. 
end  of  Little  Heaneago  bore  N.  W.b.W.- W* 
diftance  4  leagues,  Latitude  obferved  21  d. 
25  m.'  N. 

Heaneago  ftretches  about  W.  S.  W.  and 
E.N.E.  being  in  length  13  or  14  leagues.  It 
is  environed  with  a  reef,  and  about  mid-way 
there  is  a  remarkable  white  rock  juft  within 
the  reef.  The  higheft  part  of  the  key  is  a  - 
bout  5  or  6  miles  to  the  eaftward  of  the  8.W. 
point,  being  the  firft  land  you  fee  when  you 
come  from  the  fouthward  ;  but  the  8.  W.  is 
low  and  fandy,  lying  in  Latit.  20  d.  57  m.  N. 
If  you  would  water  at  the  pond,  it  lies  about 
4  or  5  miles  to  the  northward  of  the  S.  W. 
point,  when  you  will  bring  the  weftermoft 
point  to  bear  N.W.  by  N.  dift.  2  or  3  miles, 
where  you  may  anchor  in  ten  fathom  water, 
taking  care  to  look  out  for  a  good  place  to  let 
go  your  anchor  ;  for  the  water  being  clear, 
you  may  fee  the  bottom.  The  watering  place 
is  in  over  the  bank,  and  in  rainy  times  you 
may  have  water  out  of  the  pond,  but, none  in 
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dry  weather.  The  weftermoft  point  is  about 
the  middle  of  the  W.  end  of  the  ifland  ;  and 
from  it  the  N.  W.  point  bears  N.f  E.  6  or  8 
miles ;  between  them  is  a  fhallow  bay,  with 
reefs  in  it.  The  S.  W.  and  N.W.  point  are 
low  and  fandy. 

From  the  S.  W.  end  of  Great  Heaneago  to 
Acklins  Key  N.N.W.i-W.  dift.  24  leagues. 

From  the  W.  end  of  ditto  to  the  French 
Keys ,  N.  by  E.  dirt,  30  leagues. 

From  the  French  Keys  to  Atwood* s  Key 
N.N.W.  dift,  11  leagues. 

From  ditto  to  the  S.  W.  point  of  Maya- 
guana  E.S.E.  dift.  8  leagues. 

From  the  W.  end  of  Mayaguana  to  the  W. 
Corcos ,  S.E.by  E.  dift.  20  leagues. 

F rom  the  W.  Corcos  Key  to  Cape  Francois . 
S.  by  E.  dift.  36  leagues. 
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Description  of  the  Harbours ,  Shoals ,  &c.  of 
the  Eaji  End  of  the  Jjiand  of  Cuba  ;  with 
Remarks ,  InJlruSlions ,  &c. 

CAPE  Gras  bears  from  the  W.  end  of 
Jamaica  N.  b.  ]E.  fE.  dill.  27  leagues, 
in  the  lat.  19  d.  o  m.  N.  It  is  a  low  level 
land  with  a  bluff  point :  The  Eaft  fide 
ilretches  in  N.  N.  E.  and  N.  E.  b.  N.  for  4 
of  5  leagues.  Without  it  there  is  an  ifland 
called  Bird  IJland \  which  makes  a  good  har¬ 
bour  ;  for  veflels  may  fail  through  be  ween 
it  and  the  land.  It  is  alfo  a  good  place  for 
wooding  and  watering,  and  there  is  plenty 
offifh.  You  muff  make  very  bold  off  the 
fiiore,  other  wife  you  will  be  apt  to  mifs  the 
entrance,  becaufe  it  lies  obfcure  under  the 
other  land.  There  is  alfo  between  this  and 
St  Jago  feveral  little  places  where  fmall  craft 
may  go  in,  but  which  as  yet  we  are  not  fo 
well  acquainted  with  as  to  be  able  to  give 
an  accurate  defcription  of  them. 

The  Copper  Hills  is  high,  round,  and 
picked  land,  about  15  or  16  leagues  from 
Cape  Cruz ,  and  about  26  leagues  to  the 
weftward  of  St  Jago.  They  lay  a  little  way 
in  land,  may  be  feen  from  moft  parts  of  the 
North  fide  of  Jamaica ,  and  make  pretty- 
much  alike  at  all  bearings  from  thence. 
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The  Moor  Cajlleoi St  JagoVits  in  lat.  igd, 
52  rn.  When  the  E.  point  of  the  entrance  of 
St  Jago  bears  N.  E.  then  is  the  innermoft 
battery  fhut  in  with  the  well:  point. 

From  St  Jago  to  Cumberland  Harbour  is 
E.  dift.  12  leagues  ;  and  when  you  come  fo 
far  to  the  eaftward,  as  to  bring  Cumberland 
Harbour  N.  dift.  5  or  6  miles,  then  the  land 
to  the  weft  ward  of  Cumberland  Harbour  a  nd 
the  Moor  Cajlle  will  be  in  one,  they  bearing 
W .  f  N.  by  compafs,  and  the  outermoft 
land  to  the  eaftward  E.  N.  E.  From  hence 
we  faw  the  ifland  off  Grandtance  bear  in  2  E. 
S.  E.  f  E.  and  then  obferved  and  found  our- 
feives  in  lat.  19  d.  45  m.  N. 

The  going  into  Cumberland  Harbour  is 
plainly  laid  down  in  the  Draught  the 
founding  is  good  2  or  3  miles  without  the 
harbour,  but  there  is  a  funken  rock  on  the 
ftar-board  fide  going  in,  about  a  quarter  of 
a  mile  from  the  fhore,  of  20  feet  water, 
where  we  ft  ruck  part  of  the  Augu/la’s  falfe 
keel  off.  Otherwife  the  fhore  is  bold,  and 
good  room  to  work  in  it,  except  off  the  fouth 
fhore,  where  Augujla  River  comes  out,  there 
being  a  bank  of  land  and  mud,  by  all  means 
to  be  avoided.  To  anchor,  yon  may  bring 
Augujla  River's  mouth  to  bear  S.  W.  f  W. 
and  the  Battery  Point  S.  S.  E.  Then  you 
will  have  6  fathom  water.  The  harbour  is 
in  lat.  ipd.  50  m.  N.  v 
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From  Cumberland  Harbour  5  leagues  to  the 
eaftward,  is  a  little  river  where  many  fmall 
veflels  may  lie.  There  is  no  more  than  1 2 
feet  water  upon  the  bar  called  Efcondeda  $ 
and  here  you  muft  be  well  acquainted  before 
you  can  find  out  the  mouth  of  the  river,  it 
being  but  narrow,  and  the  weft  point  run¬ 
ning  out  narrow.  The  deepeft  water  is  clofe 
by  this  point ;  but  there  is  anchoring  a  little 
to  the  eaftward  of  the  mouth  of  the  har¬ 
bour. 

From  Cumberland  Harbour  to  Hooka  Point 
or  Sphinfo's  Bay ,  the  courfe  is  E.b.  N.f  N. 
dift.  16  leagues.  You  may  anchor  in  the 
bay,  bringing  the  eaftermoft  point  to  bear  E. 
S.  E.  dift.  about  a  mile  and  half,  and  then  the 
plat-form  land  on  Hifpaniola  will  be  in  one 
with  the  point.  The  lat.  is  20  d.  6  m.  N. 
You  may  anchor  in  any  water  from  35  to  7 
fathom,  but  16  fathom  is  the  beft,  and  there 
is  plenty  of  fifh  to  be  got  with  hooks.  To 
the  weftward  about  2  or  3  miles  is  a  frefh 
water  river,  and  at  moft  times  there  are  Spa- 
nifh  hunters  who  will  fupply  you  with  frefh 
provifions. 

From  Hooka  Point  to  the  extremity  of 
Cape  Maize ,  the  courfe  is  N.  E.  dift.  5  leag. 
The  cape  is  in  lat.  20  d.  18  m.  N*  From 
it  I  have  feen  the  high-land  of  Grandtance 
bearing  S.  b.  E. 

P  Qape 
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Cape  Maize  and  Cape  Nicholas  bear  from 
each  other  E.  S.  E.  and  W.  N.  W.  did.  18 
or  19  leagues. 

The  high-land  of  Grandtance  bears  from 
Cape  Nicholas  S.  b.  W.  wefterly. 

Cape  Maize  is  a  low  fandy  point,  with  a 
reef  running  from  it  about  2  or  3  miles; 
and  about  4  leagues  to  the  weft  ward  is  ala- 
goon,  where  fmall  veflels  may  go  in. 

further  on  about  3  leagues  is  Barraco 
Harbour ,  a  very  good  one,  but  narrow  in 
the  going  in.  However,  you  may  know 
where  the  harbour  is,  by  a  little  round  hill 
called  the  Anvil  Hill ,  being  fiat  at  top,  and 
a  little  to  the  weftward  of  the  harbour.  The 
E.  fide  is  the  belt  to  go  in  by,  for  the  weft 
fide  is  fandy  and  fiat. 


Defcription  of  the  Harbours ,  Shoals ,  &c.  gf 
the  IJland  of  Jamaica  ;  with  Remarks ,  i/z- 
Jiruffiions,  &c. 

WHEN  you  are  bound  in  for  Port  Royal, 
you  may  run  in  bold  towards  Plumb- 
Point,  and  when  you  bring  Rock  Fort  N.  b.E. 
you  will  come  over  a  crofs  ledge  about  8  fa¬ 
thom,  juft  as  you  are  out,  and  in  with 
the  leading  mark,  which  is  the  magazine  of 
J>ort  Royal ,  on  the  higheft  part  of  Salt-Pond- 
hill,  or  on  the  Nab* 

The  next  ftioai  you  come  to  is  the  Middle 
Ground ,  which  lies  off  from  Plumb  Point 
S.  S.  W.  You  may  go  between  Plumb  Point 
and  the  Middle  Ground,  which  is  the  beft 
channel,  keeping  well  in-fhore,  till  the  lead¬ 
ing  mark  is  on,  as  aforefaid,  and  then  you 
may  go  in  fafety, 

Between  Gun  Key  and  the  fort,  there  are 
three  knowls  to  the  fouthward  of  the  fort, 
which  make  three  channels :  But  between 
the  fort  and  the  firft  knowl  is  the  beft  chan¬ 
nel,  the  clofeft  to  the  fort,  and  the  deepeft 
water  :  The  leading  mark  for  which  channel 
is  to  keep  the  Gun  Key  a  fhip’s  length  open 
of  Yellows  Point,  and  the  breaft  mark  is  the 
church  on  the  fecond  embrazure  of  the  fort. 
There  is  1 6  feet  on  the  northern  knowl,  and 

this  channel  is  no  more  than  50  feet  wide. 

‘  When 


When  you  are  bound  out  of  Port  Royal 
harbour,  upon  weighing  anchor,  keep  weft- 
ward  of  the  Middle  Ground  $  becaufe  the 
currents  fets  raoft  commonly  to  the  eaftward 
in  the  morning  $  and  be  careful  not  to  bring 
the  church  fteeple  upon  the  corner  of  the 
wall  where  the  embrazures  are,  untill  you 
bring  Yellows  Hill  in  one  with  Lime  Key ; 
and  in  cafe  you  fhould  not  fee  Yellows  Hill 
Pointy  there  is  a  mount  on  Heljhire ,  which, 
when  open  of  Salt  Pan  Hill ,  you  are  then 
to  the  fouthward  of  the  Middle  Ground ;  and 
the  heading  mark  for  this  Middle  Ground 
(counting  from  the  weft  ward,)  is  the  fecond 
embrazure  with  the  church  fteeple. 

In  the  next  place,  you  are  to  hawl  up,  in 
order  to  avoid  the  Yurtle  Heads ,  fo  as  to  bring 
tne  church  fteeple  to  the  eaftermoft  part  of 
the  fort ;  and  continue  to  keep  that  mark, 
till  you  bring  the  Southern  Key  on  with  YeL 
lows  Point ,  and  then  you  may  hawl  to  the 
eaftward,  as  the  wind  will  permit.  But  if 
you  fhould  not  keep  up  to  the  leading  mark, 
and  the  church  fteeple  fhould  come  near  the 
corner  of  the  fort,  you  then  muft  come  to, 
or  tack  and  ftand  in. 

But  the  mark,  when  a-fhore  on  the  eaft 
fide  of  the  Yurtle  Heads  and  Three  fathom, 
Bank)  is  the  church  fteeple  upon  the  maga¬ 
zine  of  the  fort,  and  Spani/h  Town  land  juft 
open. 

'  '  From 
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From  Port  Royal  to  Portland  is  §.  W* 
dift.  io  leagues :  But  you  muft  keep  further 
to  avoid  Rack  Reef  and  the  key.  There  is 
founding  fo  far  out,  as  to  bring  the  eaftermoft 
land  of  He  l fire  to  bear  N.  b.  E.  and  Reck 
Point  or  the  fouthermoft  land  of  Portland  to 
bear  N.  W.  b,  N,  for  I  have  founded  at  the 
faid  bearing  from  17  to  23  fathom,  and  the 
next  caft  found  no  ground  with  80  fathom 
line,  though  not  a  (hip’s  length  from  the 
firft  to  the  laft.  Upon  this  flat  are  feverai 
keys,  and  going  into  Old  Harbour  from  Port¬ 
land  Point  E.  dift.  3  and  4  miles,  there  are 
two  keys,  and  Negro  Head  Rock ;  and  N .  E. 
are  the  other  keys. 

Right  off  from  Portland  there  is  a  gradual 
founding  for  8  or  9  miles. 

From  Portland  S,  dift.  13  or  14  leagues, 
lies  Portland  Rock . 

To  fail  into  Withy  Wood  road,  you  muft 
keep  to  the  weftward,  till  you  bring  a  little 
round  hill  in  the  bay  to  bear  N.  or  N.  b.  W. 
(taking  care  in  coming  from  the  eaftward  to 
keep  off  flhore  fo  as  to  avoid  Rock  Point) 
and  keep  the  fame  bearing  as  you  run  in  for 
it,  which  will  bring  you  in  fight  of  the  Old 
Forty  then  between  you  and  the  hill,  in  tbele 
depths  10,  8,  7,  6,  3,  4,  3  t  fathom,  then 
you  will  be  within  a  mile  and  half  of  tne 
fhore.  The  fort  N.  E.  is  the  beft  birth,  by 
reafon  our  boats  can  fail  both  afhore  and  a- 

board. 
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board,  and  then  Rock  Point  will  be  on  with 
the  fouthermoft  point  of  Portland ,  bearing 
E.  S.  E. 

From  Portland  to  Pedro  Point  is  W.  b, 
N.  dift.  10  leagues^  between  which  is  Milk 
River ,  a  little  to  the  wefcward  of  Withy 
Wood ,  and  the  going  in  is  much  the  fame. 

Between  Great  Point  Pedro  and  Little 
Point  Pedro ,  is  Alligator  Pond  ReeJy  a  dry 
key  2  or  3  miles  long.  On  the  infide  is 
three  fathom  water,  and  good  foundings,  off 
here  and  off  Point  Pedro  for  4  or  5  miles, 
20  fathom,  fandy  ground,  and  the  edge  of 
the  foundings  runs  E.  S.  E. 

To  fail  into  Black  River  coming  from  the 
eaftward,  you  are  to  keep  Pedro  Point  open 
of  Parattee  Point ,  till  you  bring  the  church 
N.  N.  E.  eafterly,  or  the  church  on  with  the 
gap  in  the  high-land,  and  that  will  carry  you 
in  the  heft  of  the  channel.  It  is  full  of  heads 
of  coral  rocks. 

To  anchor  in  Blewjields  Bay  coming  from 
the  eaftward,  you  muft  keep  down  by  the 
outfide  of  the  reef,  or  keep  the  land  to  the 
eaftward  open  of  the  point,  till  you  bring 
the  leading  mark,  which  is  the  overfeer’s 
houfe,  and  the  tavern  in  one,  bearing  N.  E. 
b.  E.  and,  for  your  anchoring,  bring  the 
eaftermoft  point  to  bear  S.  E.b.  S, 

Savanna  la  Mer  bears  about  W.  b.N.f  N. 
Wom  Blewjields.  The  leading  mark  for  go¬ 
ing 
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ing  in  there,  is  to  bring  the  fort  north,  keep¬ 
ing  your  lead  going,  which  will  lead  you  in 
the  channel. 

All  around  the  W.  end  of  Jamaica  it  is 
flat  off  with  good  founding  for  a  long  way  : 
And  between  the  N.W.  point,  and  St  Lucy y 
.  is  Orange  Bay ,  Green  ljlandy  and  Davis' s 
Cove .  Thefe  are  places  which  are  but  fel- 
dom  ufed  but  by  thofe  who  go  thither  on 
purpofe  to  land,  and  have  pilots  on  board. 

The  way  of  going  into  St  Lucy  harbour, 
coming  from  the  eaftward  is,  to  open  the 
harbour  and  fleer  right  in,  giving  the  point 
the  fort  is  on  a  little  birth ;  for  there  is  a 
fmall  reef  which  runs  off  from  it,  and  in  the 
middle  of  the  harbour  there  is  a  fmall  rock 
and  fteepall  round. 

Montigo  Bay  is  E.  N.  E.  dift.  25  miles. 
In  going  in  there  from  the  eaftward,  you 
muft  give  the  point  a  good  birth  of  5  or  6 
miles  as. you  come  down,  on  account  of  the 
reef  which  runs  off,  till  you  open  the  town, 
and  bring  the  Gun  Tavern  to  bear  S.  E.  then 
ftand  in  for  it,  which  will  carry  you  clear 
off  the  reef  to  the  weftward,  and  thus  run 
in  till  you  fhut  in  the  point  to  the  north¬ 
ward  of  the  fort ;  and  then  you  .will  come 
in  upon  foundings  in  the  bay.  To  anchor, 
bring  the  fort  to  bear  N.  b.  E.  and  the  Gun 
Tavern  E.b.S.  then  you  will  have  9,  10,  or 
1  i  fathom  water. 

la 
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In  working  hence  to  windward,  when  Gu* 
la  in  clear  weather  is  vifible,  you  may  difcerri 
a  remarkable  hill,  the  higheft  on  Cuba,  called 
^The  Coopers  Hill ,  bearing  from  Monti goPomt 
N.  E..  did.  34  leagues,  and  from  the  E.  end 
of  Jamaica  N.  N.  W.  by  which  you  may 
judge  how  far  you  are  to  windward  at  any 
other  bearings. 

To  fail  into  Port  Anthony  coming  from 
fea,  bring  the  eaftern  part  of  the  Blew 
Mountains  to  bear  S.  S.  W.  and  fleer  in  that 
courfe,  which  will  bring  you  in  fight  of  the 
commodore’s  houfe  upon  Navy  IJland .  Keep 
that  on  your  ftar-board  fide,  keeping  about 
mid-channel  between  Navy  IJland  and  the 
eaft  point,  or  Mr  Pie  Jam' s  houfe,  (which  is 
two  ftory  high)  open  of  the  fort  point. 
There  is  a  reef  in  the  middle  of  the  eafter- 
mod  harbour,  of  ten  foot  water,  which  you 
may  anchor  without,  or  go  within  it.  If 
you  choofe  the  latter,  you  muft  keep  over  to 
the  fort  fide  till  you  open  a  great  cotton  tree 
with  Mr  Trower’s  houfe  on  the  eaft  fhore  ; 
then  you  may  hawl  up  and  come  to  anchor 
in  7  fathom  water,  good  holding  ground  both 
here  and  without ;  indeed  it  is  difficult  to 
get  the  anchors  out  of  the  ground. 

If  you  would  go  into  the  weftern  har¬ 
bour,  you  then  muft  open  the  ftore  houfe 
with  the  point  of  Navy  IJland  or  Mr  Thomp - 
fon'%  houfe  (which  is  upon  the  hill)  clear  of 

the 
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the  point  where  the  king’s  wharf  was ;  then 
fleer  in  for  that,  which  will  lead  you  into  the 
harbour,  where  you  may  anchor  in  what 
place  you  pleafe.  This  channel  is  no  more 
than  70  feet  wide,  with  15  or  16  fathom 
water  in  the  middle. 

In  order  to  fail  into  Anato  Bay  from  the 
eafKvard,  fleer  down  for  Green  Cajlle  wind¬ 
mill,  untill  you  bring  old  Shaw's  houfe  (in 
the  middle  of  the  bay)  fouth  of  you ;  then 
fleer  in  diredfly  for  the  faid  houfe,  which 
will  carry  you  clear  to  the  weftward  of  the 
School  Majlers ,  the  only  (hoal  in  the  bay. 
As  the  bank  is  fteep  and  narrow,  the  firfl: 
founding  is  9  or  1  o  fathom  water  ;  wherefore 
you  fhould  have  your  anchor  clear,  and  an¬ 
chor  in  6  or  7  fathom  water,  when  you  will 
be  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  fhore. 

To  fail  into  Porta  Maria  from  the  eaft- 
Ward,  you  will  fee  a  high  illand,  which  mult 
be  kept  a  little  to  the  larboard -bow,  fo  as  to 
give  the  north  part  of  the  faid  ifland  a  birth . 
of  a  piflol-fhot :  Then  luff  right  in,  and 
anchor  clofe  under  the  ifland  in  4  or  5  la- 
thorn  water,  where  you  will  be  within  a  ca¬ 
ble’s  length  of  the  ifland,  and  one  and  a  half 
of  the  main.  Small  veflels  may  anchor  be¬ 
tween  the  ifland  and  the  main,  inch  as  draw 
about  10  feet  water.  Note,  that  veflels 
which  lye  at  any  time  here,  muff  buoy  their 
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cables,  becaufe  fhips  are  too  often  apt  to  heave 
their  ballaft  overboard,  and  fpoil  the  ground. 
If  you  are  to  fail  from  the  eaftward  into  0- 
rocobaca ,  you  muff  go  in  by  the  weft  of  Ga¬ 
lana ,  or  Galina  Point  :  But  if  you  are  off  at 


fea,  and  want  to  go  in  for  Galana  Point , 
you  muft  bring  the  weftermoft  high  land  of 
the  Blew  Mountains  S.b.E.  ~  E.  and  keep  it 
fo,  which  will  lead  you  in  with  it :  But  to 
anchor  as  aforefaid,  bring  the  eaftermoft  point 
of  the  reef  N,  E.  b.  N.  dift.  about  a  quarter 
of  a  mile,  and  a  houfe  upon  the  hill  on  the 
larboard  fide  S.  E.  b.  S.  and  the  guard  houfe 
on  the  weft  fide  of  the  river  S.  W.  b.  S.  dift. 
half  a  mile,  and  the  weftermoft  bluff  point 
W.b.N.  and  then  you  will  have  5  f  fathom 
water,  fandy  ground  :  You  may  alfo  anchor 
further  in  under  the  Red  Cliffy  bearing  W.S, 
W .  and  there  you  will  have  deeper  water. 

From  Orocobaca  8  or  9  miles  to  the  weft- 
ward  is  Oche  Rees ,  or  Ochoreras  Bay ,  to  an¬ 
chor  in  which  you  may  fail  by  the  reef  to 
the  weftward.  This  reef  fpits  off  from  the 
eaft  fide  of  the  bay  :  So  hawl  up,  and  bring 
the  weftermoft  part  of  the  reef  N.N.W.  or 
N.W.  in  7  fathom  water.  There  is  another 
reef  to  the  fouthward  of  you,  but  as  the  wa¬ 
ter  is  very  clear,  your  eye  may  be  your  guide, 

as  alfo  in  moft  places  where  the  water  is 
slear. 
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From  Oche  Rees  8  miles  to  the  weft  ward 
is  St  Anne's  Harbour .  The  ufual  method 
of  going  in  there,  as  the  water  is  clear,  is  to 
go  clofe  to  the  weftermoft  reef,  leaving  it  on 
the  ftar-board  fide  :  But  there  is  always  a  pi¬ 
lot  here. 

Eleven  miles  further  from  St  Anne  s  is 
Dry  Harbour ,  a  good  place  for  fmall  veffels, 
but  the  channel  is  narrow,  and  but  16  feet 
water. 

From  Dry  Harbour  4  or  5  w^d- 

ward  is  Rio  Bcna>  where  a  fhip  may  lie  and 
bring  the  point  N.  N.  W.  in  8  or  9  fathom 

water  ;  The  bank  is  fteep. 

From  Rio  Bona  to  the  weftward  is  Ma¬ 
thew  Bray ,  or  Martha  Brea ,  where  veftels 
load  ;  but  it  is  frequented  only  by  thofe  which 
go  there  on  purpofe. 

From  Mathew  Bray  to  Montigo  Point  is 
6  or  7  leagues. 

From  Port  Morant  Harbour  (on  the  fouth 
fide  of  Jamaica )  S.  E.  b,  S.  dift.  12  or  13 
leagues  are  Port  Ivlorant  Keys ,  or  Car 1  ion 
Crow  Hill ,  N.  N.  W.fW.  being  the  fir  ft  ri¬ 
ling  hill  of  the  Blew  Mountains  to  the  eaft- 
ward.  The  keys  lie  from  lat.  17  d.  27121. 
to  17  d.  31m.  N.  The  eafternioft  key 
ftretches  S.  f  E.  and  N.  f  W.  being  in  length 
2950  feet.  There  are  three  keys :  From  the 
S.  end  of  the  eaftermoft  key  to  the  fouther- 
moft,  is  S.  S.  W.  and  from  the  weftermoft 
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key  S. W.iS.  from  the  N.  end  of  the  eafter-* 
moil  key  to  the  fouthern  key  S.  by  W.  and 
to  the  weftern  key  S.S.W.iW. 

W hen  Morant  Keys  bore  S.  W.  diftance 
4  mhes,  we  founded,  and  had  1 8  fathom  wa¬ 
ter,  nony  ground,  mixed  with  fine  red  fpeck’d 
gravel  ;  and  when  the  keys  bore  S.W,  by  S. 
diftance  4  miles,  we  had  16  fathom  water, 
and  they  bore  S.  S.  W  ~  W.  diflance  6  miles, 
we  had  23  fathom  and  the  fame  ground. 

To  anchor,  coming  from  the  eaft  ward, bor¬ 
row  no  nearer  the  reef  than  6  fathom.  This 
reel  runs  down  by  the  north  fide  of  the  eaft- 
ermoft  key,  and  may  generally  be  feen. 
Steer  down  to  the  weflward  by  it,  until  you 
bring  the  weftermoft  key  to  bear  S.  S.  E.  or 
S.  E.  by  S.  then  hawl  in  for  it,  and  you  may 
anchor  in  what  water  you  choote,  from  i  2 
to  ii,  9,  8,  7  fathom,  white  findy  ground, 
ana  at  what  diflance  you  will  from  the  weft¬ 
ermoft  key.  There  is  an  over- fall  which 
bears  from  the  Baft  end  of  Jamaica ,  Baft  by 
South,  diftance  16  or  17  leagues,  having  20 
fatnom  water  on  it ;  but  it  is  fcldom  met 
with,  being  a  narrow  one. 

T  rom  the  Baft  end  of  Jamaica ,  diftance  1 2 
leagues,  between  the  N.  and  N.N.E.  lie  the 
ftioals  called  The  For  mag  os,  on  which  hisMa- 
jefty’s  (hip  Prince fs  Mary'g rounded,  I  have 

founded  fome  places  but  three  fathom  water 
upon  them. 
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From  the  Eafl  end  of  Jamaica  N.N.W.  are 
the  Copper  Hills  on  Cuba,  being  the  higheft 
land  on  that  part  of  the  ifland.  I  have  feen 
them  and  the  Eafl  end  of  Jamaica  at  the  fame 
time.  They  bear  from  Montigo  Point  North 

34  deg.  Eafl,  diflance  34  leagues;  whence 
■  by  their  bearings,  when  they  can  be  feen, 

you  may  know  what  places  you  are  abreaft 
of  on  the  North  fide  of  Jamaica . 

From  the  Eafl  end  of  Jamaica  to  St  Jago 
the  courfe  is  N.  6  deg.  E.  dift.  38  leagues. 

From  ditto  to  Cumberland  Harbour  North 
North  Eafl,  diflance  47  leagues. 

From  ditto  to  Hooka  or  Sphmcks  Bay ,  N. 

3 5  d.  E.  dift.  51  leagues. 

From  ditto  to  the  Navafa  E.N.E.fE.  dift. 
22  leagues. 

From  ditto  to  Cape  Donna  Maria ,  E.N.E. 
dift.  32  leagues. 

From  the  Navafa  to  cape  TPiberon ,  Eafl 
foutherly,  diflance  12  leagues. 

From  ditto  to  Cape  Donna  Maria  N.E.by 
E.  diflance  12  leagues. 

From  Cape  Donna  Maria  to  Cape  Nicholas, 
N.  E.  by  E.  dift.  32  leagues. 

From  Cape  Nicholas  to  the  S.  W.  end  of 
Heneago ,  N.tW.  dift.  20  leagues. 

From  the  S.  W.  end  of  Heaneago  to  the 
Hog-flies,  N.N.W.  dift.  12  leagues.  The 
Hog-flies  are  three  patches  of  dry  low-landy 
keys,  under  the  middle  one  of  which  you 

may 
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may  anchor.  They  ftretch  North  and  South 
and  all  round  the  Eaft  fide  they  are  encom- 
pafied  with  a  reef. 

From  the  Hog-Jit es  to  the  fouth  part  of 
Addin' s  Key ,  N.  27  degrees  W.  diftance  45 
miles.  The  firft  land  you  ufually  fee  is  that 
upon  the  main  key  ;  the  fouthermoft  part 
making  like  a  key  by  itfelf,  tho’  it  is  joined 
to  the  main  by  a  low  fandy  bank  and  reef. 
This  fouthermoft  point  lies  in  latit.  22  deg. 
13  m.  N.  The  reef  funs  about  the  point  to  the 
eaftward,  but  the  weft  fide  is  fteep  to,  being 
a  bold  fiiore  all  the  way  to  the  Northward, 
as  far  as  a  point,  on  which  ftand  fome  trees, 
whereas  ail  the  other  ports  have  none.  From 
this  point  the  bank  runs  N.  W.  and  N.  W. 
by  W.  till  it  meets  two  fmall  keys  lying  to 
the  eaftward  of  the  fouth  end  of  the  Long 
Key ,  but  all  upon  the  fame  bank. 

From  the  fouth  end  of  Ackliri* s  Key  lie 
the  Mireprovois.  Thefe  are  a  parcel  of 
rocks,  fome  of  them  of  a  good  height  above 
water,  and  may  be  feen  three  leagues  off. 
There  are  foundingsto  the  North  Eaft  about 
2  or ^  miles  from  them. 

From  the  fouth  point  of  Addin' s  Key  to 
the  fouth  part  of  the  Long  Key ,  the  courfe  is 
N.fW.  dift.  9  leagues.  This  key  is  bold  to, 
fo  that  you  may  go  within  piftol-fhot  all  the 
way  on  the  weft  fide  ;  but  as  you  come  to 
the  north  end,  you  will  fee  two  keys  and  o- 
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penings,  and  here  the  bank  falls  out,  and 
there  are  feveral  heads  of  rocks,  which  you 
muft  be  careful  of,  in  going  in  to  water  at 
the  wells  of  Crooked  I/l and. 

The  courfe  from  the  point  of  the  Long 
Key  to  the  wells  is  N.N.E.  But,  to  know  ex¬ 
actly  where  the  wells  are,  you  muft  come 
paft  the  forefaid  two  openings,  and  then  you 
will  fee  a  low  point  ftretching  out  to  the 
fouthward  from  Crooked  IJland ,  on  which 
point  are  the  wells,  four  or  five  in  number. 
It  will  be  proper  to  run  in  by  the  opening 
between  this  point  and  the  fmall  key  which 
is  to  the  fouthward  of  it,  and  there  look  out 
for  a  birth  for  your  anchor,  the  water  here 
being  very  clear. 

When  you  are  at  anchor,  the  weftermofl 
land  of  Crooked  IJland  will  bear  W.  N.  W. 
All  this  north  fhore  muft  be  avoided,  as  it  is 
very  rocky.  There  is  a  fmall  key  at  fome 
diftance  on  the  bank,  within  the  point  where 
the  wells  are,  which  will  be  open  of  the 
point,  and  bear  E,  by  N.  at  your  anchorage. 

From  the  fouth  end  of  Long  Key  to  the 
Bird  Rock,  which  is  within  a  mile  of  the 
weft  end  of  Crooked  IJland ,  is  N.  dift.  8 
leagues.  This  rock  lies  in  latitude  23  deg. 
3  m.  north,  and  has  a  reef  which  runs  from 
the  north  part  of  it,  about  2  or  3  miles  to  the 
northward,  and  fo  to  the  eaftward,  round 
Crooked  IJland  and  Ac  kinds  Keyr

Instructions  and  Observations 

Relative  to  the 

G  U  L  P  H  P  A  S  S  A  G  E. 

Wherein ,  for  my  Reader's  Convenience ,  it  will 
be  necefjary  that  1  repeat  fome  Pojitions 
given  in  my  Inftrudtions  for  the  Wind¬ 
ward  Paffage. 

I  Set  out  from  Kingjlon  in  Jamaica  ;  it  be¬ 
ing  from  that  place  that  I  take  my  weld¬ 
ing  in  this  draught,  as  I  did  my  eafling 
in  the  other.  This  place,  according  to  Mr 
Macfarling ,  lies  in  lat.  17  d.  55  m.  N.  and 
in  long.  76d.  23m.  15k  W.  from  London . 

As  fhips  fail  out  of  Port  Royal  in  the 
morning  with  land  winds,  when  you  weigh 
anchor,  keep  well  to  the  weftward  of  the 
Middle  Ground ,  becaufe  the  current  fets  moft 
commonly  to  the  eaftward  in  the  morning ; 
and  be  careful  that  you  do  not  bring  the 
church  fteeple  over  the  corner  of  the  wall 
where  the  embrazures  are,  before  you  bring 
Yellow's  Hill  in  one  with  Lime  Key  :  And  in 
cafe  you  fhould  not  lee  7 c How' s  Hill  or  Point 
there  is  on  Heljkire  a  mount,  which  when 
open  of  Salt  Pend  Hill,  (hews  that  you  are  to 
the  fouthward  of  the  middle  ground.  The  out 
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'  and  in  leading  mark  is  the  fecond  embrazure 
(counting  from  the  weftward)  in  one  with 
the  church  fteeple. 

You  are  next  to  hawl  up,  in  order  to  a- 
void  the  Turtle  Heads ,  fo  as  to  bring  the 
church  fteeple  to  the  eaftermoft  part  of  the 
fort,  and  keep  that  mark  on  (being  the  lead¬ 
ing  one  for  the  S.  channel)  till  you  bring  the 
fouthern  key  on  with  Yellow's  Point ,  which 
will  carry  you  clear  of  The  three  fathom  hank 
and  Rack  Reef.  But  if ’you  fhould  fall  fo 
far  to  the  leeward  as  to  bring  the  church 
fteeple  near  the  corner  of  the  fort,  you  muft 
either  come  to  anchor,  or  tack  and  ftand  in. 

From  Port  Royal  keys  to  Portland  is  S.  W. 
but  you  muft  keep  farther  to  the  fouthward 
to  avoid  Rack  Reef ,  and  the  keys  and  fhoals 
which  lie  off  Old  Harbour,  Xo  the  fouth¬ 
ward  of  thofe  keys  is  good  founding  in  i63 
i8,  or  20  fathom  water.  I  have  founded 
when  the  eaftermoft  point  of  Helfiire  bore 
N.  b.  E.  and  the  outermoft  land  in  fight  of 
Portland  bore  N.  W.b.N.  and  had  17  and  2  3 
fathom,  and  the  next  caft  no  ground  with 
80  fathom  of  line,  though  not  a  ftiip’s  length 
between  the  firft  and  laft  caft. 

From  Portland  E.  dift.  3  or  4  miles,  are 
two  keys  ;  and  Niger  Head  Rock  and  the  o- 
ther  keys  lie  in  N.  E.  by  which  is  the  going 
into  the  Old  Harbour ,  Pvight  off  from  Port - 
land  there  is  gradual  founding  for  8  or  9  miles. 

To 


To  the  we  ft  ward  of  Portland  Point  there 
is  a  reef  and  a  point  called  Rockie  Point .  As 
you  fail  to  the  weft  ward  you  muft  give  it  a 
good  birth  of  3  or  4  miles  ;  and  fhould  you 
want  to  go  int-o  Withy  IP  cod,  you  muft  keep 
fo  far  to  the  weftward,  as  to  bring  a  little 
-  round  hill  in  the  bay  to  bear  N.  or  N.  b.  W. 
and  fteer  in  for  it,  which  will  bring  you  in 
fight  of  the  Old  Fort ,  which  will  then  be 
between  you  and  the  laid  little  hill,  and  you 
will  meet  with  thefe  depths  of  water  10,  8, 
7,  6,  5,  4,  and  3  k  fathom,  when  you  will 
be  about  1  f  mile  from  the  Chore.  The  fort 
N.  N.  E.  is  the  be  ft  place  to  anchor  in  for 
loading  as  your  boats  can  fail  on  Chore  or  a  - 
board,  with  the  fea  winds,  and  then  Rocky 
Point  will  bear  E.  S<  E.  and  be  in  one  with 
the  land  of  For  tland. 

If  you  want  to  anchor  off  Milk  River > 
you  muft  do  as  for  Withy  Wood ;  and  be¬ 
tween  this  and  Pedro  Point  is  Alligator  Pond , 
reef,  and  fandy  key,  where  there  is  3  fathom 
water  within,  and  good  foundings  for  a  long 
way  without  it. 

From  Portland  Point  to  Great  Pedro  Point 
is  W.b.N.  dift.  10  leagues. 

From  Pedro  Point  S.  yd.  E.  dift.  I4leag. 
is  the  eaftermoft  Pedro  Keys.  To  anchor  in 
9  fathom  water,  hard  ground,  you  may  bring 
the  Eaftermoft  Key  E.  fS.  dift.  4  or  5  miles, 
the  Middle  Key  S.  E.  f  S.  and  the  Wejicrn 

Key 
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Key,  or  Savanna  Key,  S.  b.  E.4E.  there  is 
founding  for  3  or  4  leagues  to  the  weftward 
in  the  following  depths,  9  4.  to  7,  and  then 
to  10  fathom,  hard  ground. 

From  Pedro  Keys  S.  30  d.  W.  diff.  27 
leagues  is  and  the  W.  end  of 

Jamaica  bears  from  Boxa  Nova  N.  by  E. 
dill.  30  leagues,  and  the  difference  of  longi¬ 
tude  between  them  is  32  miles. 

To  anchor  at  Boxa  Nova ,  bring  the  eafb- 
ermoft  point  of  the  reef  to  bear  E.N.E.  diff, 
6  or  7  miles,  and  a  fmall  fandy  key  E.  S.  E. 
diff.  3  or  4  miles,  and  the  weftermoft  break¬ 
ers  in  fight  from  the  deck  of  a  20  gun  fhip 
bearing  S.S.W.  and  you  will  have  hard  fan¬ 
dy  ground.  I  obferved  at  anchor,  and  found 
the  lat.  13  d.  57  m.  N  and  founded  from 
the  fhip  S.b.W.  2  cables  length,  and  had  10 
fathom,  at  3  lengths  8  fathom,  at  a  mile  74 
fathom,  all  courfe  fandy  ground.  In  our 
founding  we  fell  in  with  a  rock  with  7  feet 
water  upon  it.  The  fhip  bore  from  the  rock 
N.  b.  W,  4  W.  diff,  2  4  miles,  and  the  key 
E.  N.  E.  2  4  miles.  S.  b.  E.  4  E.  from  this 
rock  or  knowl,  at  the  diftance  of  a  quarter 
of  a  mile,  there  is  another  knowl  with  4 
foot  water.  Both  of  them  are  fteep  to,  and 
not  bigger  than  a  boat.  I  founded  from  the 
key  to  the  fhip  4  of  the  way  5  fathom,  4 
way  7  4,  and  4  of  the  way  87. 

M  he  key  is  about  two  cables  length  long, 
and  about  one  third  broad,  and  {Fetches  E, 
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by  N.  and  W.  by  S.  It  was  a  good  ftation 
for  (hips  in  the  Spanijh  war ;  for  moft  (hips 
come  this  way  from  the  Spanijh  main,  going" 
to  the  Havanna . 

As  there  is  founding  off  Portland  for  8  or 
9  miles,  fo  there  is  off  Pedro  for  5  or  6  miles. 
The  edge  of  the  founding  runs  E.  S.E.  and 
W.  N.  W, 

If  you  fhould  want  to  go  into  Black  River , 
you  muft  keep  Point  Pedro  open  of  Par  rat- 
tee  Point ,  and  that  will  lead  you  the  outfide 
of  the  reef.  Keep  on  till  you  bring  the  church 
to  bear  N.  N.  E.  eafterly,  or  the  church  on 
with  a  gap  in  the  high-land  •  then  lleer  right 
in  for  the  church,  and  that  will  carry  you 
into  the  belt  of  the  channel.  It  is  full  of 
heads  of  coral  rocks. 

The  founding  comes  but  narrow  at  Blew- 
fields  Point ;  but  you  may  fail  down  by  it, 
keeping  the  land  to  the  eaftward  in  fight, 
open  of  the  point,  until  you  open  the  lead¬ 
ing  mark,  which  is  a  little  houfe  upon  a 
fmall  hill,  in  one  with  the  tavern  by  the  wa¬ 
fer  and  the  rivers  fide,  they  bearing,  when  in 
one,  N.E.  by  E ;  then  fleer  in  for  them  till 
you  bring  the  eaftermoft  point  of  the  bay  to 
bear  S.E.  by  E,  and  then  you  will  have  4  or 
5  fathom  water. 

Point  Pedro ,  and  the  S.  W.  Point  of  fia- 
maica ,  bear  W.N.W.  dift.  20  leagues.

From  the  S.  W.  end  of  Jamaica  to  the 
Grand  Cominas ,  or  Caymanis ,  the  courfe  is 
'  W.  by  N.fN.  dift.  56  leagues.  - 

From  the  S.  W.  end  of  Jamaica  to  the 
Little  Cominis ,  or  Caymanis ,  is  N.W.fN.  dift. 
35  leagues. 

The  Camin brack,  or  Cayman-brack ,  bears 
from  the  Little  Cominas  E.N.E.  did.  2  or  3 
leagues,  between  which  is  a  good  channel, 
but  the  Caminbrack  is  the  boldeft  •  for  off 
the  E.  end  of  the  Little  Cominas  is  a  reef  of 
a  mile  or  two.  The  latitude  of  the  Camin¬ 
brack  is  19  d.  56  m.  N. 

From  the  Little  Cominas  to  the  Great  Co - 
minas  is  W.S.W.  dift.  18  leagues. 

The  Great  Cominas  is  iO  leagues  long,  and 
4  or  5  broad.  The  S.  fide  lies  in  latitude 
T9  d.  2  1  m.  N.  and  the  N.W.  point  in  latit. 
19  d.  27  m.  N.  From  the  E.  end  of  the 
ifland,  for  halfway  down,  the  fhore  ftretches 
W.  by  S.  and  the  other  half  W.  by  N.  Off 
the  S.  W.  point  there  is  a  reef  of  rocks  for  2 
or  3  miles,  to  which  a  birth  muft  be  given. 
From -the  S.W.  point  to  the  N.  W.  point  is 

N.N.W. 
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N.N.  W.  dift.  4  leagues ;  between  which  is 
a  place  called  the  Hog  flies ,  where  there  are 
fe venal  houfes,  off  which  you  may  anchor, 

-  bringing  the  fouthermoft  houfe  to  bear  E.S.E. 
dift.  a  mile  from  the  fhore.  The  bottom  is 
rocky,  but  you  may  fee  it  where  you  let  go 
your  anchor. 

From  the  E  end  of  the  GrandCominas  to 
the  S.  fide  of  the  Ijle  of  Pines,  is  N.  52d.  W. 
diftance  52  leagues :  But  from  the  S.  fide  of 
the  Ijle  of  Pines  there  is  a  great  bank,  and 
reef  firetching  E.  by  S.  dift.  from  the  ifland 
22  leagues.  There  are  feveral  keys  upon 
this  bank  ;  but  towards  the  reef  which  envi¬ 
rons  the  bank,  is  very  low,  the  reef  being 
but  juft  above  water,  which  makes  the  bank 
very  dangerous.  Thefe  keys  altogether  are 
called  The  Jordans .  As  for  the  ifland  itfelf, 
it  is  pretty  bold  to  all  the  way  to  the  fouth- 
ward,  and  S.  W.  fide. 

From  the  N.  W.  end  of  the  Grand  Comi- 
nas  to  the  S.  fide  of  the  Ijle  of  Pines ,  is  N, 
47  d.  W.  dift.  48  leagues. 

From  the  W.  end  of  the  Grand  Commas 
to  Cape  Cerent  as ,  or  Corientes ,  the  courfe  is 
N.  52  d.  W.  dift.  76  leagues.  The  Cape  is 
in  latitude  21  d.  54  m.  N. 

The  S.  fide  of  the  Jfe  Pines  lies  in  lat; 
21  d.  22  m.  N.  and  the  Hills  in  21  d.  57  m. 
When  you  bring  the  Hills  E.  N.  E.  then 
is  the  going  in  between  you  and  them: 

So 
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So  that  when  you  come  in  between  the  Little- 
Key  and  Key  Blanche ,  the  diftance  between 
them  is  4  leagues.  In  working  in  you  muft 
keep  in  the  mid-channel,  and  the  depth  of 
water  is  3  or  3  f  fathom  :  But  you  fhould 
keep  your  lead  going  for  about  a  mile  to  the 
northward  of  the  Little  Key ,  becaufe  there 
is  a  fpit  of  12  foot  water.  When  you  have 
wrought  up  a  good  way  in  the  bay,  you  will 
meet  with  deeper  water,  even  to  5  or  6  fa¬ 
thom  5  but  you  may  go  within  1  f  mile  of 
the  north  fhore,  and  there  anchor  in  44,  3^ 
or  three  fathom.  There  is  plenty  of  fifh, 
and  turtle  in  feafon  to  be  had  here  :  There 
is  alfo  a  running  river  of  frefh  water.  When 
I  afcended  the  Hills  to  take  a  view  of  the  i- 
Hand  and  adjacent  lands,  I  crofted  over  three 
little  rivers,  and  pafled  feveral  fprings. 

To  the  weft  ward  of  this  bay  is  Philippa 
Bay ,  with  gradual  foundings  on  the  outfide 
of  the  fandy  keys,  they  making  feveral  in* 
lets,  as  may  be  feen  in  the  Draught.  At  the 
W.  end  of  this  bay  is  Cape  Gunall ,  which  is 
a  bluff  point,  and  off  it  is  a  reef  of  rocks 
for  4  or  5  miles.  Three  leagues  to  the  weft- 
ward  of  this  cape,  being  within  a  mile  of 
the  there,  I  fet  the  weftermoft  part  of  the 
high-land  of  Cape  BonKafta ,  or  Bonavifta , 
which  bore  N.  I  being  then  at  the  maft- 
head,  faw  over  the  land  next  me,  and  about 
3  or  4  miles  on  the  infide,  I  could  lee  no¬ 
thing 
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thin<*  butafand  for  3  or  4  leagues  more,  as 
if  the  fea  had  been  there,  and  beyond  that 
a  low  barren  land  as  far  as  the  high- land, ,  the 
near.  it.  of  which  I  judged  to  be  15  or  16 

miles  off.  ,  , 

Judging  myfelf  fo  many  miles  fouthward 

.  of  thofe  hills,  I  reckoned  my  courfe  and  dil- 
tance  to  Cape  Corent  as  or  Cor  tent  es ;  but  be¬ 
fore  I  got  there  I  found  the  hills  t’o  come  on 
a  line  each  over  the  other ;  and  then  they 

bore  N.  N.  E.  from  me. 

When  you  come  to  Cape  Corent  as,  there 

is  a  reef  off  the  point,  but  flat,  for  3  or  4 
miles.  You  may  come  to  an  anchor  for  wa¬ 
tering,  by  bringing  the  point  or  cape  to  bear 
S.  E.  by  S.  in  five  fathom  water,  diitance 
l  x  or  2  miles.  There  are  feveral  wells  of 
tolerably  good  water,  which  we  cleared  out; 
there  is  alfo  a  good  rolling  way  from  the 
wells.  This  right  on  fhore,  a  little  within  the 
point.  But  for  wooding,  we  go  further  up 
in  the  bay,  where  there  are  fait  water  ponds. 

Whilft  you  lie  there,  you  may  look  over 
the  land  from  the  mail:  head,  and  fee  what¬ 
ever  is  corning  from  the  eaftward  ;  from 
whence  a  iudgment  may  be  formed  o  t  re 

height  of  the  land.  . 

And  now  I  come  to  work  my  former  dii¬ 
tance,  namely,  from  Cape  Corent  as  to  Cape 
Antonio,  and  from  thence  N.  N.  W.  diftance 

c  leagues,  when  we  had  15  fathom  water ;  -y 
0  D  G  which 
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which  I  find  that  the  high-land  of  Bbnivafta% 
bore  from  me,  per  account,  E.  f  N.  dift.  22 
leagues.  I  went  up  to  the  maft-head,  being 
the  main  top  gallant  mad:  of  the  Shpinxy  a 
20  gun  fhip,  and  from  thence  faw  the  tops 
of  three  fmall  hills,  which  bore  as  before  ; 
and  fpecified  Cape  Antonio ,  bearing  S.  S.  E. 
dift.  5  leagues  at  that  time  :  And  as  we  were 
coming  home  with  the  fleet  of  merchantmen 
in  the  year  1758,  we  kept  working  off  the 
weft  end  of  the  Colarados  with  the  wind 
northerly,  when  on  the  1 8th  of  July  we.  were 
in  fo  as  to  bring  the  Little  Dry  Key  on  the 
Colarados  to  bear  E.  northerly,  dift.  6  or  8 
miles,  and  from  the  reef  2  miles,  being  then 
in  latit.  22  d.  34  m.  N.  As  the  wind  w:as 
northerly,  we  flood  to  the  weft  ward,  and 
made  up  the  diftance  from  the  Colarados  14 
■  miles  before  we  lower’d  the  view  of  the  a- 
forefaid  hills  of  Cape  Bonivafta  to.  the  fame 
refemblance  I  had  feen  them  before.  Thus  I 
found  that  the  Colarados  Reef  was  fo  far  to 
theeaftward  of  my  firft  ftation,  or  9  miles 
eaft  of  Cape  Antonio . 

Being  fo  near  the  Colarados  Reef  I  went 
to  the  maft-head  and  made  my  obfervations  : 
At  fome  diftance  on  th.e  infide  I  faw  clear 
water  (as  we  call  it  in  the  Weft  Indies)  and 
r  obferved,  to  the  beft  of  my  judgment,  that 
the  fonthermoft  end  terminated  in  a  point. 

,  To  be  fure  of  which  we  ftoo.d  in  to  tjhe 
7  foil  thr 
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ibu th  ward  of  the  reef,  fo  far  as  to  bring  the 
fuppofed  point  N.  of  us,  and  the  key  N.N.E. 
and  when  we  came  upon  foundings  (which 

1  found  to  continue  ail  the  way  round  from 
Cape  Land  to  the  Colarados  Reef)  the  fouth- 
ermoft  point  of  the  reef  bore  about  Weft 
•by  N.  from  thefouthermoft  part  of  the  High¬ 
land  of  Cape  Bonivajia .  As  I  know  how  far 
this  high-land  is  to  the  weftward,  and  alfo 
the  latitude  of  the  reef,  I  can  from  thence 
make  out  my  account,  for  failing  all  that 
way. 

Another  important  remark  which  I  made 
when  coming  from  the  Havana ,  was,  that 
when  I  was  but  a  little  way  N.  of  the  Moors 
Caftle ,  I  could  but  juft  fee  the  top  of  the  Sad¬ 
dle  Hill ;  and  when  I  was  fo  far  to  the  weft- 
ward,  as  to  bring  the  Saddle  Hill  fouth  eaft- 
erly,  to  the  like  hight  as  before,  I  was  then 
in  latit.  23  d.  56  m.  N.  being  20  leagues  dif¬ 
ference  of  latitude  from  the  foot  of  the  Sad¬ 
dle  Hill  $  fo  that  when  I  came  along-fhoreto 
the  weftward,  I  faw  the  top  of  it  the  fame 
height  over  the  long  flat  hill,  nearly  as  before 
it  bearing E.  northerly  when  we  were  within 

2  miles  of  the  reef  ;  then  the  weftermoft  high 
land  of  Cape  Bonivajia  bore  fouth  eafterly,  fo 
that  keeping  the  Saddle  Hill  open  of  the  land 
to  the  weftward,  or  the  Notch  of  the  Cock's 
Combs  open,  you  will  be  fure  to  keep  clear  of 
the  Colarados  Reef  Thefe  Remarks,  with 

G  2  the 
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the  bearings  of  the  feveral  appearances,  as  re- 
prefented  in  the  draught,  will  at  all  times, 
fliew  how  far  you  are  to  the  E.  or  weftward. 

Key  Lavifa  (where  we  had  a  boat  on 
fhore)  bears  from  the  Notch  of  the  Cock’ s- 
Combs  W.  N.  W. 

Next  to  the  Cock’ s -Combs  is  Manitee  Head, 
eaftward  of  them  4  leagues,  and  N.  W .  from 
this  point  is  Key  Grande ,  or  the  Angular  Key  $ 
for  from  it  weftward,  the  keys  or  reefs  ftretch 
W.  S.  W.  or  S.  W.  and  eaftward  of  it  they 
ftretch  E.  by  N.  and  E. 

You  come  next  to  the  Saddle  Hill,  which 
when  it  bears  S.  i  E.  then  is  Rio  Porka  be¬ 
tween  you  and  it,  the  entrance  of  which 
river  is  diftinguifhable  by  two  fmall  bluff 
keys.  This  river  is  4  leagues  to  the  weft¬ 
ward  of  the  Bay  of  Hunda .  Bring  the  Sad¬ 
dle  HillS.  W.  by  W.  and  keep  that  bearing, 
it  will  lead  you  into  the  harbour,  for  it  is  im¬ 
properly  called  a  bay,  the  going  in  being 
icarce  half  a  mile  broad,  though  within,  a 
number  of  fhips  may  lie.  There  is  a  frefh 
water  river,  called  the  River  Hunda ,  S.  E. 
from  the  little  ifland  in  the  middle  of  the  har¬ 
bour,  on  which  little  ifland  there  is  alfo  a 
frefh  well,  yielding  about  10  or  12  tons  of  wa¬ 
ter  before’  tis  exhaufted,  and  foon  filling  again. 

From  Hunda  Bay  to  Porta  Cavana  is  4 
leagues,  and  from  thence  to  the  Havana  1 8 
leagues  more,  with  feveral  inlets  between, 

but 
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but  unknown  to  us.  The  land  is  very  re¬ 
markable  for  5  leagues.  To  the  weft  ward  of 
the  Havana  is  a  table  land,  called  Table 
Marial^nA  the  two  little  hills,  called  Maiden 
Papps,&vQ  alfo  remarkable.  Bring  thefe  Papps 
S.  by  E.  the  Moor  Cajile  being  between  you 
and  it,  and  you  may  run  into  the  Havana . 
The  Moor  Cajile  is  no  lefs  remarkable,  and 
clofe  by  its  foot  is  1 3  fathom  water. 

From  the  Havana  to  the  reef  of  the  Tor - 
tudas  Bank  is  N.  W.  dift.  about  3 7  leagues  5 
and  from  the  Havana  to  the  place  where  his 
Majefty’s  fhip  the  Looe  was  caft  away,  fince 
called  Looe  Key ,  is  M.E.b.N.  dift.  3  z  leagues, 
which  Key  lies  in  lat.  24  d.  30  m.  N.  and 
the  bank  and  keys  ftretch  W.  from  it. 

From  the  Havana  to  the  Metances  is  22 
or  23  leagues,  and  the  land  between  them, 
as  the  Draught  fpecifies,  is  remarkable.  The 
coaft  lies  aim  oft  E.  and  W.  The  Hava?ia 
and  The  Bay  of  Metances,  lie  both  nearly  in 
the  lat.  of  23  d.  14  m.  N. 

F rom  the  Metances  to  Looe  Key  is  N.  weftT 
erlyj  dift.  25  leagues. 

From  the  Metances  to  the  North  Key  of 
Cuba  is  E.  dift.  20  leagues,  and  from  the 
fame  North  Key  to  the  W.  end  of  Key  Sel, 
N.  dift.  2  leagues. 

From  Key  Set  to  the  Double-Headed  Shot , 
upon  the  fame  bank,  is  N.N.W.  4  or  5  leag. 

From 
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From  Key  Sel  to  the  Metances  W.  S.  W. 
dift.  22  leagues. 

From  the  Double-Headed  Shot  to  Cape  Flo~ 
rida  Reef  N.W.b.N.  dift.  18  or  19  leagues. 

From  ditto  to  Cat  Key  N.  E.  b.  N.  dift.  24 
leagues. 

Were  I  to  come  round  Cape  Antonio ,  I 
fhould  not  chute  to  come  near  the  Colarados, 
becaufe  I  look  upon  the  current  as  a  tides- 
way,  or  as  one  of  the  points  of  the  river 
! Thames .  If  you  prefume  to  go  clofe  by  the 
point,  ’tis  a  hundred  to  one  if  you  are  not 
catch’d  in  the  eddy.  On  July  25,  I  juft  faw 
the  high-land  of  Cape  Bonivajia  from  the 
maft  head  bearing  E.  tried  the  current,  and 
found  it  to  fet  N.  W.  at  the  rate  of  1  mile 
an  hour,  and  trying  it  2  or  3  miles  off  the 
Colarado' s,  it  went  S.  S.  W.  at  the  rate  of  1  f 
mile  an  hour  :  So  that  if  I  were  coming 
from  Cape  Antonio,  I  would  fleer  N.  (allow¬ 
ing  for  the  reefs  to  the  N.  N .  W.  of  it)  till 
I  was  got  into  the  lat.  of  23  d.  and  then  to 
the  eaft ward  5  for  were  you  to  keep  in  fhore, 
you  would  have  the  S.  W.  current  as  far  as 
the  eaftermoft  point  of  the  Cock's-Combs  land, 
as  will  appear  by  the  following  fhort  extract, 
from  my  log-book,  while  we  were  going 
from  the  Havana  to  Jamaica . 
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But  when  we  we  got  fo  far  as  Key 
Grande  to  the  weftward,  we  went  on  fafter, 
and  found*  the  current  part ;  and  when  we 
brought  the  Notch  of  the  Cock  s- Combs  E.S.B. 
and  by  Key  Lavifa ,  we  fafr  a  turtle  crawl, 
and  fent  our  boat  aflbore,  which,  though  i*ot 
gone  4  hours,  wp  wpre  driven  from  her  6 
or  7  miles  to*  the  weft,  ward,  notwithftaiiding 
we  ftrove  to  keep  nearer,  but  could  not.  So 
that  ’tis  not  idle  beft  way  to  keep  in-toore, 
till  you  aregot  to  the  eaftwa'rd  of  Key  Gi  unde. 

It  you  would  go  into  the  hay  of  Hun  da , 
you  are  to  keep  in  by  the  reef  that  runs  off 
the  E.  point,  by  your  lead,  and  haw!  up  S. 
or  S.  b.  E.  and  fo  keep  up  the  E.  fhore  till 
you  come  to  a  low  point,  from  which  runs  a 
fpit  or  fhallow  water.  Give  this  a  birth,  then 
bawl  up  to  the  E.  and  anchor  in  6  or  yfathom, 
where  the  little*  iflarid  will  bear  S.  or  S.  S.W. 

As  you  are  working  up  to  go  through  the 
Gulph\  be  fare  that  you  get  fo  far  to  the  eaft- 
ward,  as  to,  bring  the  Pan,  of  Metancesto  bear 
S.  or  S.b.E.»  before  you  put  over  for  the 
Gulphy  and  then  the  moil  common  courfe 
is  N.  N.  B.  ,  *  ,  '  ;  :  ,  «  : 
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Remarks  in  the  Grui'ze  off  the  Havana,  in  his 
Majejlfs  Ship  the  Look  Jr  om  Port  Royal 
in  South  Carolina. 

WH  E  N  we  were  failed  out  of  Port 
Royal  Harbour,  we  kept  upon  foun¬ 
dings,  till  we  came  as  far  to  the  fouthward 
as  Bybee,  and  then  we  flood  to  the  E.  and 
afterward  to  the  S.  till  we  were  got  into  the 
lat  of  26  d.  N.  and  then  run  down  in  that 
parallel,  and  made  the  S.  end  of  Abaco ,  or, 
Phe  hole  in  the  wall ,  and  N.  W.  b.  W.  difl. 
5  or  6  miles  from  it,  we  anchored  in  white 
water,  of  about  7  fathom,  off  a  point  where 
the  key  falls  in,  and  there  we  got  fifh  in 
plenty,  for  which  purpofe  we  anchored,  as 
alfo  to  delay  time  for  4  or  5  hours.  At  2 
P.  M.  we  weighed,  and  flood  S.  W.  for  the 
Berry  IJlands ,  which  we  made  and  came  up^ 
on  foundings  at  8  ditto.  The  courfe  is  S.W. 
diflance  8  leagues  3  and  from  thofe  iflands 
to  Providence ,  the  courfe  is  S.  S.  E.  diflance 
1 2  leagues. 

When  we  got  foundings,  we  kept  our  lead 
going,  and  we  lead  by  it  all  night,  keeping 
in,  or  out,  as  we  deepened  or.  fhallowed  our 
water;  but  our  courfe  was  between  the  W. 
and  W.b.N.  and  our  difl.  1 5  leagues.

The  breadth  of  foundings  (at  lead:  from 
the  Berry  to  Ifaac  Rock)  is  from  3  to  5  miles 
from  the  banks,  being  broadeft  at  the  rock. 
Upon  the  bank’s  edge  are  two  fmall  rocks, 
between  the  Berry  IJland  and  IJaac  Rocky 
which  terminates  the  N.  W.  corner  of  the 
bank. 

At  a  cables  length  off  the  W.  fide  of  /- 
faac  Rocky  you  have  no  foundings  :  So  that 
as  you  come  round  it,  you  immediately  get 
into  ocean  water,  and  confequently  into  the 
current  of  the  Gulpb.  But  if  it  fhould  hap¬ 
pen  that  the  wind  be  at  E.S.E.  a‘nd  you  can- 
pot  lie  S.  or  S.  b.  E.  fo  as  to  take  the  current 
under  your  lee,  and  keep  the  bank  on  board, 
your  belt  way  will  be  to  anchor,  or  keep  in 
upon  foundings  to  the  northward  of  Ifaac 
Rocky  till  the  wind  comes  favourable. 

By  this  will  appear  the  neceffity  of  getting 
to  IJaac  Rock  by  morning  ;  for  then  you  get 
round  and  keep  in  on  the  edge  of  the  found¬ 
ing,  by  which  you  will  plainly  difeern  the 
bank,  the  water  being  clear,  ;id  the  bank 
white,  with  two  fmall  rocks  between  Ifaac 
ifo;/eandthe  iflaiid  of  Birnina ;  the  diftance 
between  being  4  or  5  leagues  almoft  N.and  S. 

At  Bunina  there  is  a  harbour  of  9  feet  wa¬ 
ter,  and  anchorage  in  the  opening,  with  a 
well  of  water  on  the  E.  point.  The  har¬ 
bour  lies  in  lat.  25  d.  30  m.  N. 
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From  the  ifland  of  Bimina  S.  dift.  8  or  9 
leagues,  is  Cat  Key  Harbour ,  or  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  Rocquefes .  From  Bimina  the 
founding  is  narrow,  and,  confequently  the 
current  ftrong.  From  hence  over  to  the 
Florida  fhore,  the  breadth  is  no  more  than  1 5 
or  16  leagues.  From  Cat  Key  abreaft  of  the 
■ Rocquefes ,  the  founding  is  pretty  broad,  with 
good  anchorage,  and  lefs  current,  as  you  come 
£0  the  S.  E.  and  S.  E.  b.  S. 

From  the  fecond,  or  Cat  Key ,  the  courfe 
S.  E.  b.  S.  dift.  12  or  13  leagues,  is  Orange 
Key ,  having  good  anchorage  to  the  S.  W.  of 
it  5  or  6  miles,  in  20  fathom  water.  When 
we  get  upon  this  flat,  we  think  we  have  fe- 
cured  our  paflage  through  the  Gulph ;  this 
way  ;  for  then  you  may  make  fail  either  in 
the  morning,  or  at  midnight,  fleering  S.W. 
dift.  10  or  11  leagues,  and  fo  you  will  fall 
in  with  Key  Sel Bank,  which  for  10  leagues 
on  the  north  lide  ftretches  E.  and  W.  and 
confequently  the  current  fets  ftronger  as  you 
come  to  the  weftward.  When  you  come 
over,  there  is  good  foundings  all  along  by  it, 
and  you  may  difcern  by  the  bank  how  far 
you  are  to  the  eaftward  of  the  Double-Headed 
Shot :  For,  as  my  draught  fhews,  the  num¬ 
ber  of  rocks  on  the  bank,  there  is  anchorage 
by  fpots  all  the  way  in  ;  but  the  foundings 
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are  narrow  at  the  Double -headed  Shot,  the 
middle  of  which  lies  in  latit.  23  d.  57  m. 
N.  and  S.S.E.  is  Key  Sel,  where  there  is  wa¬ 
ter,  diftance  4  leagues.  Here  the  Spaniards 
make  fait. 

From  the  Double-headed  Shot  to  the  edge 
of  foundings  a  little  to  the  W.  of  Cape  Flo¬ 
rida ,  is  N.  W.  by  N.  15  leagues. 

From  the  Double-headed  Shot  to  the  Me¬ 
ta  rices,  the  courfe  is  S.  W.  b.  W.  dift.  23  or 
24  leagues,  and  from  the  Metances  to  the 
Havana  W.  much  the  fame  diftance  ;  off 
of  which  we  cruifed  ,  or  6  weeks,  and  al- 
moft  every  day  gave  chace.  The  fir  ft  that 
gave  us  a  jaunt  for  the  Gulph ,  was  a  fhip 
from  "Jamaica  bound  for  South  Carolina : 
We  followed  her  in  a  difmal  dark  night,  and 
at  one  or  two  in  the  morning  had  like  to  have 
run  her  down.  There  was  a  conftant  order 
on  board,  to  heave  the  lead  every  half  hour, 
the  whole  cruize  5  and  when  we  brought  the 
fhip  to,  we  had  70  fathom  water.  As  our 
pilots  were  no  ways  concerned,  we  lay  there 
all  night,  and  fell  off  to  100  fathom  in  the 
morning;  at  day-light  we  could  but  juft  fee 
the  buihes  of  the  key  off  the  cape  from  the 
poop,  and  it  falling  calm,  we  drove  off  found¬ 
ings,  and  io  got  into  the  current,  which  car¬ 
ried  us  as  far  as  25  d.  30  m,  N.  when  the 
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eafterly  wind  fprung  up,  and  we  went  into 
foundings  and  out  of  the  current ;  fo  hoifted 
our  boats  out,  and  made  them  keep  by  the 
outfide  of  the  reef.  Whilft  the  fhip  went 
upon  the  edge  of  foundings,  we  did  not  only 
know  the  breadth  of  founding  by  the  dis¬ 
tance  the  boats  were  from  the  fhip,  but  they 
befides  Supplied  the  Ship’s  company  with  fifh 
in  great  plenty,  and  fo  for  23  leagues,  1 5  of 
which  to  the  N.  E.  of  Cape  Florida ,  and  8 
to  the  W.  S.  W.  till  at  laft  we  arrived  at  a 
fandy  key,  where  the  Looe  was  caft  away. 
At  that  key  is  the  going  into  the  infide  of 
the  reef,  or  the  channel,  through  which  all 
the  Spanijh  veftels  pafs,  that  go  from  the 
Havana  to  St  AugufUne .  In  this  channel 
there  is  of  4  and  5  fathom  water,  but  in  fome 
particular  places  it  is  Shallower,  The  chan¬ 
nel  continues  as  far  as  latit.  26  d  N,  eras 
far  as  the  reef  runs.  Off  Cape  Florida ,  is 
the  broadeft  founding,  where  we  met  with 
100  fathom,  with  the  bufhes  juft  in  fight 
from  the  poop  of  a  40  gun  fhip,  and  diftant 
from  the  reef  6  or  7  miles.  But  in  latitude 
25  d.  30  m.  are  other  rocks,  where  the 
Fowey  was  loft  :  At  this  place  there  is  found¬ 
ing  two  hawfers  length  off  the  reef  in  30 
fathom  ;  but  one  mile  further  it  is  not  fo 
broad  $  fo  that  I  judge  the  Looe  Key  to  be 
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the  beginning  of  the  founding  off  Cape  Flo- 
rida ,  and  the  Fowey  Rocks  the  ending. 

In  confequence  of  the  foregoing  obferva- 
tions,  when  we  chaced  we  had  no  difficulty 
in  going  back.  If  we  chanced  to  chace  but 
as  far  as  25  d.  25  m,  N.  we  went  immedi¬ 
ately  in  upon  founding,  and  up  to  Looe  Key . 
Then  we  could  be  off  the  Havana  the  next 
day  in  our  ftation  ;  fo  that  now  we  had  not 
near  fo  much  trouble  as  we  had  at  our  firft 
coming  on  our  ftatioq  $  for  then,  between 
Jfaac  Rock  and  the  two  Keys  of  the  Roc - 
quefesy  we  were  always  afraid  of  driving  quite 
through  the  Gulph  ;  but  on  this  fide,  if  we 
could  but  keep  in  upon  founding,  we  were 
fafei 

Indeed  mod  men  who  have  been  through 
the  Gulph ,  when  they  come  fo  far  to  the 
northward  as  24  d.  30  m.  N".  mu  ft  be  fen- 
fible  that  they  meet  with  a  ftrong  current, 
with  a  rippleing  and  boiling  of  the  water  ; 
which  current  lets  between  the  N.  E.  and 
E.  N.  E.  and  is  occafioned  by  the  edge  of 
founding  that  comes  from  Looe  Key. 

The  Florida  ftiore  does  not  go  north,  as 
has  been  formerly  imagined,  till  you  arrive 
in  the  latit.  of  25  d.  40  m.  N.  I  could 
heartily  wiih  that  the  Old  Streights  of  Ba¬ 
hama  were  thoroughly  rummaged  ;  for  by 
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what  I  have  feen  and  heard,  It  is  not  fo  bad 
a  navigation  as  many  now  think  it  to  be.  I 
believe  it  to  be  an  eaiy  way  to  go  to  the  Miff - 
Jippi ,  by  eroding  over  to  the  Florida  fhore, 
and  fo  round  the  Fortudas  Bank.  On  this 
occafion,  therefore,  I  (hall  be  glad  to  receive 
whatever  pertinent  remarks  may  happen  to 
have  been,  or  hereafter  may  be  made,  by 
any  perfon  acquainted  with  thefe  parts,  and 
will  gratefully  acknowledge  the  favour,  di¬ 
rected  to  be  left  for  me  at  the  'Jamaica 
Coffee- Houfe. 
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Observations  and  Remarks, 
Made  in  the  Years  1761  and  1762, 
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Safer  Navigation  of  divers  Parts  of  the 
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APPENDIX.

Containing  farther  Qhfervatmis  ite- 
cejfary  to  render  the  Navigation  of 
the  Weft  Indies  more  fafe. 


II E  2  5th  of  Airlift,  1761,  I  obtained 
1  leave  of  the  Lords  Commiffioners  of 
the  Admiralty  to  go  to  Jamaica,  to  make 
Obfervations  neceffary  for  rendering  the  Na¬ 
vigation  of  thofe  parts  more  fafe  ;  and  there¬ 
upon  I  was  ordered  a  paffage  in  his  Majefly  ’s 
fhip  Deptford ,  Capt.  Dudley  Diggs  Com¬ 
mander  ;  in  which  fhip  we  took  our  depar¬ 
ture  from  the  Lizard  the  29th  of  November 
1761  •  and  the  9th  of  December  following 
we  made  Porto  Santo,  S.  W.  by  S.  diftance 
10  or  12  leagues,  (which  make  will  be 
fhewn  in  another  place).  We  had  on  board 
Mr  Harrifon ,  with  his  father’s  watch,  for 
trial  in  finding  the  longitude,  which,  I  muft 
fay,  did  honour  to  him  by  the  making  of 
the  lands ;  for  it  was  jufter  than  our  own 
reckonings.  Indeed,  in  my  opinion,  our  line 
was  rather  too  long  for  our  glafs  ;  but  fhould 
we  mark  our  line  45  feet  per  knot  to  the 
glafs  of  28  feconds,  we  fhould  then  find  the 
fhip  a-head,  at  a  middle  rate  of  failing,  8  or 
10  miles  in  a  hundred,  in  going  to  the  fouth- 
ward.  I  imputed  the  error  to  a  current, 
fetting  between  the  S.  E.  and  S ;  as  I  have 
often  found  by  trials.  By  fuch  allowance,  and 
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alfo  by  allowing  the  variation  as  follows,  I 
have  made  pretty  good  reckonings. 

Variation  allowed  between  the  Lizard  and 
the  latitude ,40  degrees  North,  firft  2  points, 
and  afterwards  1  ;  and  from  the  latitude 

40  degrees  North  to  Madeira ,  1  point  and 
half;  for  in  the  year  1 755>  I  obierved  the 
Variation  in  Madeira  Road,  and  found  it  14 
degrees  W.  But  in  December  1762,  we  ob- 
ferved,  and  found  it  16  deg.  28  min.  Weft. 

The  northermoft  part  of  Porto  Santo ,  I 
take  to  lie  in  the  latitude  33  deg.  16  min.  N. 
where  there  are  three  remarkable  rocks  about 
2  or  3  miles  off  from  the  main,  with  reefs 
which  join  them  to  it. 

The  S.  E.  or  Eaftermoft  point  of  Porto 
Santo  bay,  and  the  N.  E.  point  coming  into 
one,  bear  by  compafs  N.  by  E.ftE.  and  the 
latitude  of  the  S.  E.  point  is  33  deg.  7  min. 
N.  The  extremities  of  Porto  Santo  bay  are 
S.  W.  Southerly,  and  N.  E.  Northerly  : 
From  the  S.  E.  point  of  Porto  Santo  to  the 
Eaft  part  of  Madeira ,  is  W.  S.  W.  di (lance 
16  leagues.  From  the  S.  E.  point  of  1  orto 
Santo  to  the  louthermoft  Deferters^ the  courie 
by  com  pals  is  S.  W.  Southerly,  diftance  17 
leagues.  The  latitude  of  the  louthermoft 
Deferter  is  32  deg.  2 1  min.  N .  I  rom  thence 
into  Punch  all  Road,  the  courie  by  com  pais, 
is  N.  W.  Northerly,  diftance  11  leagues.  I 
obferved  in  the  Road,  and  found  the  latitude 
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to  be  32  deg.  39  min.  N.  one  mile  from  the 
town. 

At  the  time  when  the  wind  is  Northerly, 
it  is  bed;  to  come  in  between  the  Deferters 
and  the  ifland,  giving  both  (bores  a  good 
birth.  The  bed  anchoring  in  Funchall  Road 
is  to  bring  the  Loo  rock  to  bear  N.  by  W. 
in  1 7  fathom  water.  It  flows  in  the  bay  E. 
S.  E.  and  W.  N.  W.  and  rifcs  and- fells  full 
and  change  about  7  feet,  but  without  any 
particular  fett  of  tide  or  current. 

It  may  be  proper  to  fet  down  here  a  few 
remarks  I  made  in  going  from  Madeira  to 
Barbados s ,  &c.  in  his  Majedy’s  (hip  the 
Lem  pie.  I  take  the  N.  W.  part  of  Madeira 
to  be  in  latitude  32  deg.  44  min.  N.  from 
whence  I  then  took  my  departure  (the  log¬ 
line  and  glafs  being  as  before  fpecifled)  and 
made  the  courfe  from  the  N.  W.  part  ot  Ma¬ 
deira  to  the  S.  E.  point  of  Barba  does  South, 
62  deg.  38  min.  W.  didance  853  leagues; 
and  L  bv  obfervation,  found  the  aforelaid 
S.  E.  point  to  be  in  lat.  13  deg.  4  min.  N. 

I  obferved  off  the  N.W.  end  of  Barbadoes> 
and  found  it  lye  in  the  latitude  13  deg.  23  m. 
N.  From  thence  to  the  Ead  end  of  Mary - 
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gallant e  I  made  my  courfe  N.  3 1  deg.  34  m. 
Wed,  didance  ^8  leagues  ;  and  when  Mary- 
gallant  e  bore  between  N,.  W.  by  W.  and  N. 
W.  t  N.  thedidance  was  4  or  5  leagues.  The 
appearance  will  be  feen  in  a  tallowing  fhee„t. 
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The  Eaft  end  of  Mary  gallant  e ,  Petite 
Terre,  and  Defeada ,  bear,  when  in  one,  N. 
N.E.  and  S.  S.W ;  the  diftance  between  the 
Eaft  end  of  Marygallante  and  Defeada  is 
5  or  6  leagues,  and  Petite  Terre  is  mid-way 
between  both  ;  and  when  it  bore  between  S. 
W.  by  W.  and  W.  S.  W.  then  the  N.  part  of 
Dominica  bore  S.  W.byS.  Marygallante  is  in 
length,  5  or  6  leagues ;  the  Weft  part  of  it 
and  the  South  fide  of  the  Saints  bear  by 
compafs  W.-fS.  diftance  4  or  5  leagues ;  but 
the  North  fide  of  Mary  gallant  the  South 

fide  of  the  Saints  bear  W.  S.  W.fW.  and 
E.N.E.^E ;  and  when  the  Weft  part  of  the 
Saints  and  the  S.  E.  point  of  Guadaloupe ,  or 
Point  Peter,  are  in  one,  they  bear  N.  N.E. 
Eafterly ;  and  when  the  Northermoft  part 
of  the  Saints  and  the  Southermoft  part  of 
Marygallante  come  in  one,  they  bear  Eaft. 
When  the  South  fide  of  the  Saints  and  the 
N.E.  part  of  Dominica  come  in  one,  they 
bear  S.E.f  E.  When  Point  Royal  of  Guada- 
loupe  and  the  South  fide  of  Marygallante  come 
in  one,  they  bear  E.  by  S.  and  at  anchor  in 
Baffe  c Terre  Road,  Guadaloupe  Point  Royal , 
the  Weftermoft  part  of  the  Saints ,  and  fome 
part  of  the  Weft  fide  of  Dominica ,  will  be  in 
one,  bearing  S.  E.  by  S.  And  then  Mont - 
ferrat  will  bear  N.  W.  Northerly,  and  the 
Weftermoft  part  of  Baje  Terre  bay  will  bear 
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N.  W.  byN.  diftance  i  mile.  But  fhould 
you  want  to  go  to  Antigua ,  the  beft  way  is 
to  weigh  at  night,  and  fail  a  proper  diftance 
from  the  fhore,  in  order  to  keep  the  land- 
winds,  and  it  may  carry  you  to  the  northern 
part  of  the  ifland  by  morning,  where  you 
will  come  into  the  fea  winds  to  carry  you  a- 
crofs.  If  you  fhould  do  otherwife,  you  may 
be  catched  by  the  baffling  winds  from  under 
the  high- lands,  which  are  here. 

From  the  N.  W.  part  of  Guadaloupe  to 
Jobnfton's  Point  in  Antigua ,  the  courfe  is 
North  and  South,  diftaruce  13  leagues  :  But 
fhould  you  want  to  go  for  St  John' s ,  as  you 
come  nigh  the  Antigua  fhore,  you  mud  give 
the  weft  part  of  the  ifland  a  good  birth,  till 
you  open  Sandy  Ijland ,  and  bring  it  North, 
or  N.  by  W.  and  keep  your  lead  going  ;  and 
you  may  keep  by  it  in  1 1  or  12  fathom  wa¬ 
ter,  and  continue  fo,  if  you  want  to  go  be-  . 
tween  Sandy  Ifland  and  the  main,  or  till  you 
open  the  houfes  upon  the  little  riling  hill 
within  Pelican  Point .  This  is  the  leading 
mark  for  the  main  ftde.  As  for  Sandy  Ijland \ 
it  is  pretty  bold  to,  and  the  fhoalings  may 
be  feen  in  the  day-time.  The  Ship's  Stem 
Point  is  alfo  bold  to  ;  In  working  into  the 
Road,  you  may  ftand  fo  far  to  the  North¬ 
ward  as  to  bring  Ship's  Stern  S.  S.  E.  then 
about :  So  by  thefe  directions  you  may  work 
into  St  John's  Road  between  the  Warrington 

Rock 
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Rock  and  Ships  Stern .  The  rock  {hows  it- 
felf  by  the  water  breaking  upon  it. 

But  at  another  time,  in  the  ‘ Temple ,  we 
came  from  Barbadoes ,  and  from  the  N.  W. 
end  as  before.  I  made  my  courfe  N.  N.  W. 
dilfance,  64  leagues  to  Defeada . 

The  making  of  Defeada  and  Antigua  will 
be  in  a  (licet  by  themfelves. 

But  now  I  return  to  give  feme  account  of 
our  paffage,  in  his  Majelly’s  (hip  Deptford , 
from  Madeira  to  Antigua. 

From  the  N.  W.  point  of  Madeira  we 
took  our  departure,  and  found  the  variation 
in  the  different  latitudes  and  longitudes  as  will 
be  fpecified  in  another  place. 

I  found  we  made  the  fame  errors  in  our 
reckonings,  as  we  did  from  the  Lizard  to 
Madeira ,  according  to  the  different  diftances* 
And  here  YikcwikM.T  Harrifon’s  Watch  had 
the  advantage.  The  next  day  we  were  off 
Englijh  Harbour ,  where  we  had  intelligence 
that  Admiral  Rodney  was  at  Martinico ,  and 
going  to  attack  Fort  Royal.  As  I  was  only 
a  paffenger  in  the  {hip,  and  believed  I  might 
be  of  fome  fervice,  and  make  fome  remarks, 
I  got  leave  from  the  Captain  to  go  thither* 
As  the  Antigua  brigantine,  Captain  Should - 
ham ,  was  to  be  fent  with  Orders  and  Letters 
for  the  Admiral,  I  went  in  her,  whereby  I 
had  the  opportunity  of  making  the  follow¬ 
ing  Remarks. 


There 
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There  is  anchorage  at  the  S.  W.  part  of 
Defeada ,  diftance  one  mile  and  half  from 
fome  houfes  that  ftand  by  the  fhore-fide. 
You  may  anchor  in  from  5  to  7  fathom  wa¬ 
ter,  taking  care  to  look  out  for  a  clear  fpot 
to  let  your  anchor  go  in  (for  the  ground  is 
rocky)  and  when  at  anchor,  Petite  Per  re 
will  bear  fouth-eafteiTy,  diftance  7  miles,  and 
Point  Chateau  fouth-weft,  diftance  8  or  9 
miles.  Point  Chateau  is  the  eaftermoft  part 
of  Grande  Per  re  y  it  isfteep  to,  and  between 
it  and  Defeada  there  is  22  and  23  fathom 
water.  There  is  likewife  pretty  good  an¬ 
choring  by  Petite  Per  re,  to  the  weft  ward, 
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2  miles  from  fhore,  in  7  fathom  water.  Then 
the  weft  end  of  Defeada  will  bearN.  27  deg. 
E.  diftance  as  before  y  and  Point  Chateau  N. 
80  deg.  W. 

There  are  gradual  foundings  between 
Marygallante,  GrandePerre ,  and  Guada loupe, 
as  far  as  Point  Peter  y  but  if  you  are  to  the 
Eaftward  of  Defeada ,  and  bound  for  Point 
Saline  in  Martinico ,  the  be  ft  way  is  to  keep 
up  South,  or  South  by  Baft,  as  there  is  moft 
commonly  a  current  that  fets  down  between 
the  iflands.  From  Dejeada ,  the  diftance  is 
about  41  or  42  leagues. 

The  latitude  of  Point  Saline  is  14  degrees 
20  min.  N.  It  is  low  land,  and  hath  three 
rocks  or  iflands.  When  they  bear  W.  from 
you,  you  may  fee  between  them  and  the 

Point. 
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Point.  Within  this  Point,  to  the  weftward, 
his  Majefty’s  (hip  Raifonable  was  loft,  off 
Fort  and  Point  Gardie ;  this  Point  therefore 
muft  be  avoided.  Here  we  were  informed 
that  the  Admiral  and  Fleet  were  at  anchor 
in  Diamond  Cove  or  Road . 

The  Diamond  Rock ,  which  lays  more  than 
a  mile  from  the  fhore,  bears  from  Point  Sa¬ 
line  W.  N.  W.  diftance  7  or  8  miles.  The 
afore faid  Rock  is  high  and  round,  and  to 
the  N.  W.  of  it  is  Diamond  Cove  or  Bay , 
where  we  found  his  Majefty’s  Fleet  at  an¬ 
chor,  the  1 6th  of  January  1762,  under  the 
command  of  Rear  Admiral  Rodney ,  and  the 
next  day  we  landed  his  Majefty’s  Troops  in 
Cafs  Navire  Bay ;  but  as  the  Antigua  Brig, 
was  ordered  to  the  northward,  I  chofe  to 
go  with  her,  in  order  to  go  to  Jamaica ,  and 
jo  we  proceeded  to  Guadaloupe ,  where  we 
found  a  floop  from  Lijbon ,  from  Capt. 

of  the  Hornet ,  which  gave  us  an  account 
of  a  Span  if:  War,  and  the  Captain  gave  me 
a  Copy  of  the  King  of  Spain's  Declaration. 
As  the  Lieutenant  Governor  fent  the  Brigan¬ 
tine  back  to  Martinico ,  I  thought  it  my 
beft  way  to  go  back  with  her  ;  but  as  a  fhip 
then  at  Guadaloupe  (the  Alexander ,  Captain 
Atkinfon)  was  ready,  or  would  be  in  two  or 
three  days,  I  was  determined  to  fecure  my- 
felf  a  paffage,  and  agreed  with  him,  in  cafe 
I  fliould  be  dilappointed  at  Martinico ,  as  it 

happened

happened  I  was.  So  back  I  went,  and  was 
there  the  fecond  time  on  the  23d  5  but  not 
finding  my  paflage  certain  from  Martinico , 
we  came  back  to  Guadaloupe ,  and  there  I 
ftay’d  three  days  for  the  (hip’s  failing.  But 
in  my  failing  backwards  and  forwards,  I  had 
the  opportunity,  at  a  diftance,  to  make  the 
following  remarks. 

I  found,  when  I  was  coming  out  of  Dia¬ 
mond  Cove>  and  opened  the  north  fhore  of 
Martinico ,  that  the  weftermofl  part  of  Do¬ 
minica  was  iuft  in  fieht,  and  bore,  by  com- 
pafs,  N.  N.  W. 

I  have  here  annexed  a  fmall  (ketch  of  the 
bay,  and  the  landing  of  his  Majefty’s  troops 
in  Cafs  Navi  re  bay. 

From  Guadaloupe  I  failed  in  the  Alexander 
merchantman,  which  was  bound  for  Ma?itigo 
bay,  on  the  north  fide  of  Jamaica .  I  was 
in  hopes  of  meeting  with  fome  of  our  crui- 
zers,  in  our  way  down,  to  give  them  the 
news,  and  expecting  they  would  carry  me 
to  Port  Royal ,  but  I  was  utterly  difappoint- 
ed.  The  Alexander  carried  me  to  the  N.  fide 
of  Jamaica ,  where  I  landed  at  Galina  Point , 
from  whence  I  made  the  bed  of  my  way  to 
Spanijh  Town ,  and  waited  upon  Governor 
Lyttleton ,  and  (hewed  him  the  paper  I  had 
about  the  Spanijh  War.  He  told  me  he  had 
received  the  fame,  two  days  before,  from 
Admiral  Rodney ,  by  a  (loop  he  fent  on  pur- 

K  pole. 


pofe.  However,  I  gave  him  all  the  intelli¬ 
gence  I  could  ;  and  the  next  morning  I  went 
to  Port  Royal ,  and  waited  upon  Mr  Forrejl , 
then  Commanding  Officer,  and  told  him 
what  I  had  done,  and  what  were  my  inten¬ 
tions;  namely,  that  if  the  Spanijh  War  had 
not  broke  out,'  I  would  have  purchafed  a 
fmall  veflel  to  complete  my  Draughts,  and 
rummage  the  Old  Str eights.  He  laid  he  had 
an  order  toTurvey  the  Collerados ,  but  no  pro¬ 
vision  allowed  for  it.  I  then  acquainted 
him,  that,  as  I  was  upon  the  fpot,  if  any 
expedition  was  going  forward,  I  was  ready 
to  tender  my  fervice. 

Some  time  afterwards,  I  heard  there  was 
Something  intended  againft  Cape  Francois  ; 
fo  waited  upon  him  again.  He  then  bid  me 
keep  in  the  way,  which  I  did,  till  Capt.  Cart- 
wrigbt  fent  for  me,and  told  me,  that  theCom- 
modore  defired  him  to  get  me  to  go  out  his 
Pilot ;  I  anfwered  the  Captain,  that  I  did 
not  leave  England  to  pilot  a  twenty  gun  Ship, 
and  that  the  Commodore  had  miftaken  my 
meaning  ;  for,  what  I  faid  to  him  was,  that, 
in  cafe  of  an  expedition,  I  would  go  a  Vo¬ 
lunteer  upon  that  fervice  ;  but  Should  there 
be  no  expedition  I  would  follicit  my  friends 
to  procure  me  a  fmall  veflel,  to  anfwer  the 
purpofe  I  came  out  for. 

The  next  day  I  waited  upon  the  Com¬ 
modore,  and  let  him  know  what  I  had  faid 
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to  Captain  Cartwright :  He  replied,  that  he 
thought  Eight  Pounds  per  Month,  befides 
the  chance  of  Prize-money,  was  a  great  deal. 
His  behaviour  feeming  a  little  cool,  I  gave 
him  a  hint  of  what  I  had  heard  ;  but  hill  I 
was  defired  to  keep  in  the  way,  and  liiouid 
go,  he  faid,  with  him  or  the  Admiral. 

The  next  time  he  fent  for  me  was,  to  be 
Maher  of  the  Richmond ,  in  room  of  her 
Maher,  who  had  been  fent  away  in  a  prize 
to  Madeira ;  and  intimated,  at  the  lame 
time,  that  I  fhould  be  taken  out  as  loon  as 
we  joined  the  Admiral.  So  I  wras  ordeied 
upon  that  duty  the  2d  of  Vlpril,  1762,  at 


Kingjlon. 

When  we  came  to  Port  Royal ,  I  waited 
upon  my  Captain  in  his  cabbin,  with  iett 
of  my  Draughts  for  the  TV eft  Indies  ;  (1  had 
let  him  know  before,  at  Kingfton ,  that^  I  was 
appointed  his  Maher)  and  requehed  the  Pi¬ 
lotage  of  him,  which  he  then  granted  5  and 
accordingly  I  took  the  charge,  and  cairied 
the  hi  ip  out  of  the  South  Channel,  and  10 
on  through  the  windward  pafifage,  and  as  lar 
as  Barroco  ;  where,  upon  the  quarter-deck, 
I  publickly  declared,  that  I  knew  no  farther 
down  the  Old  Streights,  and  offered  to  refign 
my  Pilotage,  if  he  pleafed,  as  there  were 
feveral  Pilots  on  board.  So  we  proceeded 
down  the  Old  Streights  as  far  as  Key  Se/3  and 
back  again. 
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Off  Cape  Maize ,  we  faw  his  Majefty’s 
Fleet  coming  down  that  way.  Then  Capt. 
Elphinjion  came  to  me,  and  afked  if  I  could 
make  a  fketch  of  the  Channel  5  I  told  him, 
I  would,  as  well  as  the  time  would  permit, 
and  fo  fat  down  to  work  in  my  little  place  3 
hut  was  obliged  to  give  it  two  parts,  tho’ 
iufficiently  intelligible  to  form  our  courfes 
by,  and  to  avoid  the  moft  dangerous  fhoals. 
1  he  next  day  he  carried  me  with  him  on 
board  the  Admiral,  with  ^Spanijl^^nd  a  Pro¬ 
vidence  Pilot 3  and  by  the  Admiral’s  orders, 
and  fome  directions  from  Capt.  Elphinjion ,  I 
was  fent  on  board  the  Echo,  Capt.  Lendrick , 
and  went  a-head  of  the  Fleet,  and  placed 
veffels,  as  may  be  feen  by  the  following  days 
works  taken  from  the  Echo\  log-book  *3  and 
went  in  her  as  far  to  the  weft  ward  as  An- 
guilla 3  when  I  was  told,  that  the  Admiral’s 
orders  were  for  me  to  go  on  board  the 
Alarm  frigate,  and  to  make  Key  Sal  We 
had  not  made  fail  long,  before  we  made  the 
fignal  of  feeing  an  enemy,  which  proved  to 
be  the  Spamfh  frigate  Ehetis ,  with  a  mer¬ 
chant  frigate,  a  brig,  and  two  fchooners  : 
The  two  firft  we  engaged  and  took. 

As  foon  as  the  engagement  was  over,  we 
faw  Keys  An gu  ell  a,  and  made  the  fign  for  it: 
then  went  on  board  the  Echo  again,  to  profe- 
cute  the  former  orders.  At  the  fame  time 
the  Dragon  was  in  chace  of  a  Schooner  which

bee  thefe  Day’s  Works  at  the  end. 
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jrun  in  upon  the  bank  ;  fo  we  followed  the 
Dragon  to  let  them  know  of  their  danger, 
and  at  the  fame  time  informed  them,  that  we 
fhould  keep  in  upon  the  bank  between  feven 
and  eight  fathom  water,  and  carry  lights,  as 
ufual,  for  a  direddon  for  the  fleet.  So  we 
went  in  upon  foundings,  and  in  that  depth, 
all  the  way  to  Key  Sal ,  as  may  be  feen  by 
the  days  works,  and  there  made  great,  fires 
upon  the  ifland,  and  put  out  lights  on  board 
the  fhip.  From  thence  we  followed  the 
fleet  off  the  Havannah ,  and  till  we  were  or¬ 
dered  in  againfl:  Carroras  Caflley  in  company 
with  the  Belleijle  and  Mercury .  But  the 
Captain  of  the  Belleijle  fent  to  our  Captain 
forfome  oneto  come  and  affift  him  to  an¬ 
chor  :  Accordingly  I  offered  my  fervice,  and 
went  and  ftaidinher  till  all  was  over  5  then 
returned  to  the  Echo ,  where  Capt.  Lendrick 
was  fo  good  as  to  give  me  a  certificate  of  my 
behaviour  on  board  of  his  fhip.  Then  I 
went  on  board  the  Richmond  again,  and  made 
fome  cruifes :  After  which,  in  the  Havannah 
Harbour,  I  was  difmiffed  from  my  then  em¬ 
ployment,  during  the  commanding  Officer’s 
pleafure,  and  came  to  Ejiglaiid  a  paffenger 
with  him  in  his  Majefty’s  fhip  Namur . 

It  having  been  my  main  purpofe  in  com¬ 
ing  out  for  Jamaica ,  to  compleat  my  former 
Remarks, and  get  tiieOldS  freights  overha  wled, 
and  alfo  to  acquire  a  little  more  knowledge 

of 
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of  the  Gulph,  I  made  it  my  utmoft  care  net 
to  pafs  any  opportunity  of  furni flung  myfelf 
with  new  materials.  As  moft  of  the  land  is 
low,  and  confequently  not  well  diftinguifha- 
ble  upon  deck,  it  coft  me  no  fmall  trouble  in 
going  frequently  to  the  maft-head  with  fpy- 
glafs  and  compafs  for  my  conftant  compani¬ 
ons  ;  by  whofe  ailiftance  and  none  elfe,  I 
made  the  draught  of  the  Old  Streights. 

When  we  came  round  Cap tMaize,  I  found 
every  point  anfwer  to  my  former  directions. 
The  Cape  in  the  latitude  of  20  deg.  18  min. 
North,  and  from  thence  we  made  a  Weft 
courfe,  which  would  have  carried  us  to  Bar - 
rico.  The  diftance  between  Cape  Maize  and 
it,  is  ten  leagues,  or  three  leagues  more  than 
by  my  former  draughts.  There  is  good  an¬ 
choring  at  Pomina ,  and  a  good  inlet  for  fmall 
veflels  at  Laggo?ta ,  both  which  places  will  be 
known  by  the  appeance  of  the  land,  as  is 
fhown  in  the  Draught.  When  you  want  to 
go  for  Barrico ,  you  may  bring  the  norther- 
moft  land  of  Cape  Maize ,  which  is  Point 
Malta,  to  bear  E.  by  S.  and  in  clear  weather 
you  will  fee  the  Anvil  Hill ,  and  when  it 
bears  Weft  SouthWeft  then  Barrico  Harbour 
is  between  you  and  it,  and  the  outermoft 
land  to  the  weft  ward  .will  bear  N.  W.  by  N. 
diftant  five  or  fix  leagues.  The  laft  point  is 
called  Point  Guarico ,  and  when  you  are  to  the 
northward  of  it  five  or  fix  miles,  and  about

three  from  the  reef  that  fpitts  out  from  it, 
then  the  Gap  of  Fomina  bears  S.E.  f  S.  At 
the  fame  time  I  faw  a  low  Key ,  which  is  Key 
Moa,  and  a  hill  upon  the  land  juft  within  the 
Key ,  which  reprefents  a  fugar-loaf,  and  called 
it  Sugar  loaf-hill.  It  then  bore  Weft,  but 
when  it  opened  to  the  northward  of  the  Key, 
it  bore  W.  S.  W.  This  hill  is  a  good  mark 
to  carry  you  clear  off  the  reef  which  runs  all 
the  way  from  Point  Guarico  all  round  Key 
Moa ,  and  without  it  four  miles,  making  it  a 
dangerous  fhore,  as  the  land  is  low  by  the 
water  fide.  To  the  weft  ward  of  the  Key , 
five  or  fix  miles,  there  are  places  of  ancho¬ 
rage  to  the  weftward  of  the  reefs,  as  may  be 
feen  by  the  Draught ;  and  you  may  bring  the 
Key  Eaft,  or  to 'the  Northward,  as  you  go  in¬ 
to  the  Bight  of  Nippo ;  but  if  you  are  bound 
down  the  Old  Streights ,  your  beft  way  is  to 
keep  the  high  land  over  Point  Guarico ,  or  the 
eaftermoft  high  land  in  fight,  to  bear  S.  E.  by 
E.  and  that  will  lead  you  in  fight  of  Mount 
Mohair ,  and  when  you  bring  the  weftermoft 
fall  of  the  Mount  South,  as  is  reprefented  in 
the  Draught,  then  you  will  be  a-breaft  of 
Point  Mulo,  which  is  a  low  Point,  and  lies 
in  the  latitude  21  deg.  4  min.  North.  Be¬ 
il  des  the  aforefaid  marks,  there  is  another 
good  one,  the  high  land  of  Samina ,  which 
bears  weft  from  Point  Mulo .  WTen  you  are 
paft  Point  Mulo  four  or  five  leagues,  and  a- 
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breaft  of  Samina ,  there  will  open  to  yoifi 
when  the  Point  comes  to  bear  W.  S.W.  a  re¬ 
markable  hill,  which  reprefentsafaddle,which 
we  call  the  Saddle-hill  y  fo  you  may  run  in 
with  the  Saddle  Hill  open  of  the  weft  fide  of 
Samina  River ,  and  by  the  fiiore,  a  little  to 
the  weftward  of  the  river,  there  is  a  reef, 
which  makes  good  fhelter  for  anchor  in  eaft- 
erly  winds  ;  and  two  or  three  miles  to  the  S. 
W .  of  that  is  another  reef,  which  is  alfo  a 
good  anchoring  place,  and  a  road  for  the 
Harbour  of  Livitay  which  road  is  at  the 
north  entrance  of  it.  It  is  but  a  fmall  har¬ 
bour  and  narrow;  the  Channel  is  on  the  S.W. 
fide,  and  about  a  cable’s  length  a-crofs ;  hath 
ten  and  twelve  fathom  in  the  going  in,  and 
fevenwhen  in  land  lock’d  ;  but  in  this  Bay 
there  is  no  lefs  than  fix  rivers  and  harbours  : 
The  firfl:  Samina ;  the  fecond  Livita  y  the 
third  Betta y  the  fourth  Lemona  •  the  fifth 
Cecillia  y  the  fixth  .  Thefe  are 

places  well  worth  knowing,  in  cafe  of  Nor¬ 
therly  winds,  which  fometimes  blow  excef- 
fively  hard  y  for  in  the  Harbour  of  Livitay 
to  my  own  knowledge,  a  fhip  may  be  faved 
even  without  anchor  or  cable.  But  as  the 
mouth  of  the  Harbour  is  narrow,  and  the 
Point  overlaps  as  you  come  from  the  eafl> 
ward,  it  is  difficult  to  be  known.  There  are 
two  white  patches  upon  the  hill,  like  chalk- 
cliffs,  the  Eaftermoft  is  the  fmalleft  y  bring 
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that  fouth,  and  fteer  in  for  it,  and  it  will  lead 
you  to  the  harbour’s  mouth.  The  entrance 
is  S.  S.  E. 

The  next  thing  you  are  to  take  notice  of  is 
Saddle  Hill,  before  mentioned  ;  when  it  bears 
S.E.  then  the  W.  part  of  the  bay  will  be  in 
one,  and  the  northermoft  part  of  Point  Sa~ 
mina  will  bear  E.  by  S*  f  S*  diftance  two 
miles  from  the  weftern  fhore. 

To  the  weft  ward  of  the  Saddle  Hill  there 
is  fame  high  land,  as  may  be  feen  in  the 
Draught ;  which,  as  you  run  to  the  weft- 
ward,  will  cover  the  Saddle  HiU 3  and  as  you 
come  nigh  to  Port  Padria ,  it  will  open  to 
the  fouthward,  and  then  bear  E.  S.  E.  by  the 
compafs.  This  laft  remark  is  alfo  very  good 
to  know  our  diftance  from  the  fhore,  as  the 
land  is  low  all  the  way  to  the  weftward. 

Port  Padria  is  known  by  a  fmall  hill, 
that  bears  as  I  have  reprefented  in  the  draught} 
and  the  fhore  is  bold,  but  low,  all  the  way 
down.  And  feven  leagues  from  Port  Padria 
there  is  another  harbour,  called  Manatee .  In 
land  there  is  a  little  round  hill,  and  by  the 
weft  entrance  another  rifing  hill ;  when  tKefe 
come  in  one,  they  bear  S.  S.  W.  by  which 
you  know  this  harbour.  The  firft  little  rifing 
hill  may  be  feen  a  little  to  the  Eaftward  of 
Martinello.  The  diftance  between  this  and 
Manatee  is  5  leagues.  The  fhore  is  pretty 
bold,  but  low,  as  all  Keys  are.  But  from 
the  weftward  of  Martinello  there  begins  a 
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reef,  which  runs  fome  diftance  from  the 
fhore,  about  3  or  4  miles,  or  more,  as  you 
come  to  the  weft  ward.  The  weftermoft 
part  of  this  reef  makes  a  good  road  for  the 
Navita  Harbour .  The  diftance  between 
Martinello  and  the  Navita  is  five  leagues. 
The  Navita  is  known  by  three  little  rifing 
hills  upon  the  land  ;  bring  them  S.  W.  or  S. 
W.  by  S.  and  that  will  carry  you  by  .the  W. 
part  of  the  eaftermoft  reef,  and  into  the 
road,  where  you  may  anchor  from  17  fathom 
to  3  fathom.  The  extremities  of  the  point 
of  land  of  the  Bay  is  N.  W.  by  W.  and  S.E. 
by  Eaft ;  but  as  there  is  a  reef  that  ftretches 
out  to  the  northward  for  three  miles,  and 
makes  the  road  and  the  reef  from  the  Weft¬ 
ermoft  point  one  or  two  miles,  when  you 
are  at  anchor  in  the  road,  you  are  only  open 
from  N.E.  by  N.  to  N.  W.  by  N.  and  about 
five  miles  diftance  between  the  reefs,  andfrom 
your  anchoring  place  about  two  miles  to  the 
Harbour's  mouth,  gradual  founding  from  5 
fathoms  to  16.  The  mouth  of  the  harbour 
is  about  two  or  three  cables  length  over,  and 
a  ftrong  current  fetting  out  ;  the  going  in  is 
S.S.W.  and  about  one  or  two  miles  in  turns 
fhort  round  to  the  weftward.  I  cannot  de- 
fcribe  this  place  as  it  deferves,  not  only  as  it 
was  a  place  pointed  out  to  the  King  of  Spain 
for  a  yard  to  keep  his  (hips  in,  as  there 
is  frefli  water,  as  I  am  informed,  to  lay  them 

in 
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in,  about  five  or  fix  leagues  up  the  Harbour, 
and  as  it  is  within  ten  or  twelve  leagues  of 
Port  a  Prince ,  the  principal  inland  town  in 
the  ifland;  and  as  it  is  but  12  or  13  leagues 
to  the  eaftward  of  Sugar  Key,  or  Key  Lob  as , 
and  Key  Remain.  In  cafe  of  bad  weather, 
and  you  would  not  chuie  to  go  through  the 
Narrows ,  here  you  may  run  in  at  all  times ; 
and  though  you  were  dellitute  of  anchors  and 
cables,  you  might  run  in  among  the  Aian- 
grove  bufhes  and  be  fafe. 

Key  Savinello  makes  the  Weft  entrance  of 
the  Navita ,  and  two  or  three  leagues  to  the 
Weftward  of  the  Harbour  is  a  hill,  which 
we  call  SCur tie  Hilly  becaufe  it  makes  asfuch, 
with  its  fhoulders  to  the  weftward.  It  is  al- 
fo  very  ferviceable  for  knowing  the  Navita 
in  coming  from  the  weftward.  Key  Save - 
nello  is  about  fix  or  feven  leagues  in  length  ; 
the  Weft  end  of  it  makes  the  Eaft  entrance 
into  Boca  Carvello,  which  is  the  Barkedeerof 
Port  a  Prince  :  Before  you  come  to  the 
Weft  end  of  Key  Savenello  you  will  meet 
with  two  little  broken  Keys ,  and  in  land  three 
fmall  rifing  hills  ;  and  ftill  farther  in  the 
country  you  will  fee  a  mountain,  or  high 
round  hill,  called  Mount  Cavetta.  Point  *Juan 
de  Anna ,  the  three  rifing  hills  and  the  Mount 
being  in  one,  bear  S.W.  by  compafs.  This 
Mount  is  of  lingular  fervice  in  going  through 
the  Streights  for  when  you  are  a-breaft  of 
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the  Weft  part  of  the  Macaries ,  it  bears  S.  S. 
W.iW.  and  when  the  Eaft  end  of  Key  Ro- 
main  and  that  are  one,  they  bear  S.  by  W. 
end  Key  Lobas  N.  by  E.  There  are  like  wife 
two  Keys  upon  the  edge  of  the  bank  to  the 
Northward  of  the  Eaft  end  of  Key  Romain  : 
The  fir  ft,  and  next  to  Key  Romain ,  is  where 
his  Majefty’s  {hip  Chejierfield  was  eaft  away 
with  the  tranfports  from  North  America  : 
The  fecond  is  Sugar  Key ,  and  is  N.  N.  W. 
diftance  nine  leagues  from  the  E.  fide  of  the 
Boco  Carvallo ,  or  Point  Juan  de  Anna  ;  thofe 
two  Keys ,  which  are  diftant  from  each  other 
two  leagues,  and  the  firft  from  Key  Romain 
four  leagues,  when  they  come  to  be  brought 
in  one,  will  bear  S.iE.  TheEaftermoft  part 
of  Key  Romain  being  pretty  high,  and  vifible 
eight  or  nine  leagues  as  you  come  down  from 
windward,  and  off  fhore  three  or  four  leagues 
from  Point  Juan ,  will  bear  W.  by  S.  and  W. 
S.W.  fo  when  you  make  it  plain  you  are  to 
hawl  to  the  Northward,  and  not  before ;  be- 
caufe  the  South  Eaft  part  of  the  Macaries 
and  Sugar  Key  are  ahnoft  in  the  fame  latir 
tude  ;  fo  that  you  muft  bring  the  Eaft  part  of 
Key  Romain  on  Mount  Cavita ,  in  latitude  22 
deg.,  12  min.  North  ;  then  Sugdr  Key  will 
bear  W.f  S.  Hawl  to  the  Northward,  &  make 
the  Bank,  or  Key  Lobas .  As  to  the  bank  to 
the  Weftwrard  of  the  Macaries  there  is  good 
anchoring,  and  fo  all  the  way  upon  the  Bank, 
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except  in  fome  particular  places,  which  I  have 
marked  in  the  Draught.  Key  Lobas  latitude 
22  deg.  30  min.  North  in  the  Bight ;  and 
Sugar  Key  lat.  22  deg.  16  min.  North,  bear 
from  each  other  N.N.E.fE.  and  S.S.W.fS. 
diftant  fix  leagues.  But  when  the  current 
fets  to  the  Eaft  ward,  it  fets  between  them  S. 
E.  by  S.  The  Key  Lobas  fide  is  much  the 
belt  fide  to  fivil  down  by,  as  you  may  go 
down  by  founding  in  8  or  10  fathoms,  as 
will  be  feen  by  the  placing  of  the  veflels  with 
fignals  as  the  fleet  went  down  in  his  Majefty’s 
flap  Echo  for  all  the  other  Ihore,  in  gene¬ 
ral,  the  reefs  are  fteep,  and,  confequently, 
dangerous.  The  diftance  between  Key  Lo¬ 
bas  and  Ginger  Key  is  14  leagues. 

The  remarkable  Hills  I  have  here  fet 
down  in  the  Draughts,  to  fhew  how  far 
you  are  to  the  Weftward,  and,  in  clear  wea¬ 
ther,  to  avoid  the  mod  dangerous  places.  As 
I  faid  before,  there  is  good  anchoring  upon 
the  bank-fide,  but  more  efpecially  one  or 
two  miles  to  the  weftward  of  Ginger  Key, 
where  you  may  anchor  in  1  o,  9,  7,  and  5 
fathom,  a  long  way  in,  and  have  a  regular 
tide,  which  fets  S.  W.  and  N.  E.  and  flows 
full 'and  change  S.E.  byE.  andN.W.  byW. 
rifing  and  falling  about  7  feet.  The  latitude 
of  the  Key  is  22  deg.  40  min.  North  ;  and 
it  is  my  opinion  that  the  tide  fets  off  and  on 
the  bank  all  the  way,  which  I  have  minded 
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in  failing  along  upon  founding,  and  this  al¬ 
lowance  muft  be  made  5  fo  you  may  keep 
the  bank  on  board,  and  four  leagues  Weft 
of  Ginger  Key  before  it  inclines  to  the 
northward.  At  the  diftance  of  6  leagues  is 
the  S.W.  corner  of  the  bank,  in  the  latitude 
of  22  deg.  46  min.  N.  then  it  ftretehes  away 
N.W.  and  N.  W.  by  N.  exactly  meeting  my 
former  Draughts,  at  the  S.E.  part  of  the  Ro - 
chifes ,  and  leaves  a  paffage  of  ten  leagues  be¬ 
tween  the  Bank  and  Anguilla . 

From  Ginger  Key  to  Key  Anguilla  is  N. 
W.byW.fW.  diftance  30  leagues  ;  but  from 
the  S.  W.  corner  of  the  Bank  over  to  the 
Eaftermoft  Key  of  Gratinda ,  is  6  leagues. 
To  the  weft  ward  of  this  Key  is  Boca  Hava 
and  Boca  Segura ,  where  moft  of  the  King’s 
fhip-timbers  are  cut  and  fhipped.  But  I 
would  advife  all  thofe  that  go  through  the 
channel  of  the  Old  Str eights,  to  take  their 
departure  from  the  S.W.  corner  of  the  Bank, 
and  fleer  for  Anguilla ,  two  or  three  leagues 
to  the  fouthward  of  it,  where  they  will 
meet  with  the  Bank. 

I  take  the  fouthermoft  part  of  Anguilla 
to  lie  in  the  latitude  of  23  deg.  32  min.  N, 
This  Bank  is  called  Key  Sal  Bank .  As  An¬ 
guilla  terminates  the  Eaft  end,  fo  does  Key 
Sal  and  the  Double  Headed  Shot  the  Weft. 
There  is  extreme  good  founding  upon  the 
Bank,  and  Anguilla  and  Key  Sal  bear  one 
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from  the  other  N.  83  deg.  W.  and  S.  83  d. 
E.  diftance  58  miles. 

I  would  recommend,  by  all  means,  to 
keep  in  founding  upon  this  Bank,  as  in  the 
channel  the  current  is  very  uncertain.  In  cafe 
of  calms,  you  may  anchor  with  fafety,  and 
when  you  have  light  of  Key  Sal  you  may 
fleer  a  courfe  for  the  Matances ,  minding 
your  latitude,  for  moft  commonly  the  cur¬ 
rent  fets  E.N.E.  to  the  weftward  of  Key  Sal. 

Right  over  fouth  from  Key  Sal  is  a  moft 
dangerous  reef,  lying  a  long  way  from  the 
Ihore,  called  the  Eaftern  reef  of  Bocha  Ni- 
chola  ;  for  in  the  latitude  of  23  deg.  14  min. 
we  had  9  fathom  water,  the  Key  bearing  S. 
W.  by  W.  diftance  3  or  4  leagues  ;  Key  Sal 

latitude  23  deg.  41  min.  N. 

Although  I  have  given  a  caution  for  keep¬ 
ing  from  the  fouth  Ihore,  I  have  Ihewn  the 
appearance  of  the  high  land  over  the  Keys, 
as  you  come  down  along,  with  their  bear¬ 
ings  as  you  come  to  the  weftward  ;  but  thofe 
hills  that  are  oppofite  to  Key  Sal  are  very 
remarkable,  being  three  rifing  hills,  the  mid¬ 
dle  one  the  higheft,  which  we  call  La  Forces. 
You  muft  remember,  before  you  bring  them 
S.S.W.  to  hawl  to  the  northward  from  the 
fhore,  on  account  of  Cape  Nichola  reef. 

This  Cape  Nichola ,  or  Beef  Ijland,  Point 
Jacko ,  the  northermoft  part  of  the  low  land, 
of  the  Matances,  and  the  Morro  Caftle,  are 
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within  3  miles  of  being  in  the  fame  latitude  % 
fo  that  I  take  Point  Jacko  to  be  io  or  n 
leagues  to  the  weflward  of  Bocha  Nichola , 
and  from  Key  $al>  S.W.  dill.  15  leagues. 

From  Key  Sal  to  the  eaftermoft  point  of 
the  Matances  is  S.  59  deg.  W.  dillance  19 
leagues.  So,  as  you  take  your  departure 
from  Key  Sal ,  being  bound  for  the  Havannay 
you  mull  mind  Point  Jacko,  for  it  is  very 
low  -y  and  upon  the  reef  are  two  fmall  low 
fandy  keys,  lying  off  from  the  main  6  or  8 
miles.  But  in  the  day-time  there  are  fome 
high  hills  inland,  which  you  will  fee  5  for  to 
the  eaflward  of  this  Point  and  Reef  is  the 
entrance  of  Boca  Padria . 

When  the  Eall  entrance  and  the  highelt 
of  thofe  hills  (which  is  called  the  Cobafos) 
are  in  one,  they  bear  S.W  ;  but  Point  Jacko 
and  the  aforefaid  hill,  being  in  one,  bear 
S.  S.  W.  And  when  you  are  by  the  North 
point  of  Point  Jacko ,  you  will  fee  the  Pan 
of  the  MatanceSy  which  will  bear  W.  S,  W. 
wellerly,  and  the  outermoft  land  of  the  Ma¬ 
tances  W.^S.  dillance  18  or  19  miles :  And 
thus,  by  the  aforefaid  marks,  you  may  avoid 
that  dangerous  Ihoal  where  his  Majeftyrs 
fhip  Mercury  was  alhore. 

Now,  as  we  have  got  to  the  Matances ,  all 
the  Ihore  between  it  and  the  Havannah  is 
bold,  as  you  may  fee  by  the  Draught  ;  and 
as  the  appearance  of  the  land  is  there  made, 
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as  near  the  truth  as  I  could  poffibly  do  it, 
it  will  be  a  guide  for  you  to  the  Havannah.

Having  thus  concluded  my  Directions,  I 
muft  now  take  the  liberty  to  declare  folemn- 
ly,  that  I  have  not  been  affifted  herein  by 
any  one  perfon,  book,  or  draught  whatever, 
(procuring  the  right  names  of  points  and 
places  only  excepted)  though  foine  at  Ja¬ 
maica,  and  elfewhere,  may  have  infinuated 
to  the  contrary.  • 

I  would  further  obferve,  that  I  find  no  oc- 
cafion  for  any  material  alterations  in  my  for¬ 
mer  draughts  j  and  as  for  the  Florida  fhore, 
&c.  and  the  courfe  and  foundings  along  it, 
as  far  as  I  had  gone,  I  appeal  to  the  tefti- 
mony  of  Sir  George  Pocock ,  and  the  Gentle¬ 
men  on  board  the  Namur ,  for  the  juftnefs 
of  them.  \ .  i 

It  has  not  been  for  want  of  good-will  that 
I  proceeded  no  farther :  The  command  of  a 
fmall  veflel,  or  two,  will  be  neceffary  for 
that,  if  I  can  be  fo  far  favoured  as  to  pro¬ 
cure  it  3  without  which,  [I  apprehend  it  next 
to  impoflible  to  do  any  thing  more  of  mo¬ 
ment.

ON  December  the  6th,  1764,  acaufewas 
tried  in  the  Guild-hall  of  London  be^ 
fore  the  Right  Hon.  Lord  Chief  Jultice 
Pratt ,  wherein  I  ( Robert  Bifloop)  was  plain¬ 
tiff  and  Capt  John  Elphin/lon  defendant ; 
the  caufe  ofadtion  was  for  default  in  not  put¬ 
ting  me  properly  on  the  Richmond’s  Chip 
books  as  m after,  according  to  the  warrant 
given  me  at  Jamaica ,  April  2,  1762,  by 
Arthur  Forrefi ,  Efq;  the  commanding  Of? 
ficer  there,  and  likewife  his  refilling  me  a 
certificate  of  my  fervice  as  pilot  on  board 
the  faid  fhip.  It  was  proved  in  court  that 
I  adted  as  fuch,  in  carrying  the  fhip  out  of 
the  South  Channel ,  between  Cape  Maize  and 
Cape  Nicholo ,  and  lb  on  to  Barroco ,  where 
I  would  have  refigned  my  charge,  but  Capt, 
Elphinfion  infilled  I  fhould  flili  continue  it 
as  a  pilot,  which  I  accordingly  did,  keep¬ 
ing  a  good  look-out  night  and  day.  On 
the  5th  of  May  1762,  attending  my  duty 
and  keeping  fuch  look-out  in  the  lee-gang¬ 
way  I  heard  the  clafihing  of  the  water  againft 
the  rocks  of  Sugar  Key ,  (knowing  where 
to  expect  the  Key)  and  immediately  ordered 
the  helm  a  port,  got  her  head  off,  made 
fail,  and  faved  the  flip,  as  was  likewife 
fully  proved  by  the  gunner  and  others  then 
on  board.  Alfo,  that  I  continued  as  pilot 
all  the  way  down  to  Key  Sal ,  and  back  a- 
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gain  till  we  faW  the  Admiral's  flag  then  off 
Cape  Maize .  Upon  which  Capt.  E .  came 
to  me,  and  aflced  me  to  make  a  {ketch  or 
draught  of  the  Old  Streights ,  which,  I  de¬ 
livered  to  him  to  (hew  the  Admiral,  not 
doubting  but  he  would  have  ddne  me  the 
juftice  to  acquaint  the  Admiral  it  was  mine, 
efpecially  as  the  making  fuch  remarks  and 
obfervations  was  the  very  purpofe  for  which 
I  had  obtained  the  leave  of  the  Lords  of  the 
Admiralty  to  go  abroad,  and  ordered  me  a 
paflage  to  the  Weft  Indies  in  his  Majefty’s 
{hip  Deptford ,  Capt.  Diggs,  on  refigning 
my  half  pay,  . 

On  the  2  2d  of  June  1762,  Capt.  Elphin - 
Jlon  having  thought  proper  to  order  me  into 
confinement,  on  the  firft  of  July ,  the  Rich¬ 
mond  was  run  aground  near  Cape  Antonio , 
the  weft  end  of  Cuba ,  tho’  the  Captain  had 
then  on  board  my  former  charts,  having 
purchafed  them  of  me  at  Port  Royal  in 
Jamaica,  yet  it  was  proved  by  the  gunner 
and  others  then  on  board,  that  when  the 
{hip  came  a-ground,  they  none  of  them 
knew  where  they  were,  miftaking  Cape  An~ 
tonio  for  the  high  land  of  Cape  Bonavifa , 
which  accident  could  not  have  happened, 
had  I  been  upon  deck,  and  not  in  confine¬ 
ment,  as  I  was  well  acquainted  with  that 
fhore  in  general,  having  been  often  there 
before.—  I  had  a  verdidt  in  my  favour,  with 
damages  and  cofts  of  fuit.

J_  A  ralty  to  go  abroad,  I  fet  fail  in  the 
Standlinch,  Capt.  Burnett,  from  Spithead, 
the  17th  of  November  1765,  as  a  paffenger, 
and  arrived  at  Jamaica  the  28th  of  Decem¬ 
ber  following.  My  intentions,  when  in 
England,  were  to  take  the  opportunity  of 
the  packet  there,  and  to  go  in  her  to  her 

different '  deftinations. 

The  9th  of  February  1766,  no  packet 
having  arrived,  I  waited  upon  Governor 
Littleton,  to  know  if  he  had  any  commands 
for  Penfacola,  who  was  fo  kind  as  to  give 
me  a  Certificate.  At  that  time  his  Majefty’s 
fhip  Ferret  was  ordered  there  to  her  fta- 
tion :  I  waited  upon  the  Hon.  Capt.  Mur¬ 
ray,  who  was  pleafed  to  give  me  a  paflage. 
The  13th  we  failed  from  Port  Royal,  and 
the  fame  day  we  got  into  Withy  IV tod.  The 
1 6th  we  failed  from  thence ;  the  17th,  at 
five  P.  M.  were  a-breaft  of  Pedro  Point , 
with  the  wind  Wefterly.  I  could  now

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perceive  that  the  current  fet  to  the  W.N.W. 
ior  at  fix  A.  M,  I  could  juft  fee  the  top  of 
great  Point  Pedro ,  and,  at  the  fame  time, 
the  Weftermoft  part  of  the  high  land  of  Ja¬ 
maica  bore  N.  b.  E.-E.  fo,  by  the  aforefaid  . 
bearing,  I  computed  that  the  current  fet 
W.  N.  W.  two  miles  per  hour.  This  cur¬ 
rent  deceived  the  officers  of  the  Ferret  • 
for  they  .wanted  to  have  gone  to  the  Great 
Commas,  but  milled  it  •  and  fo  much  did 
the  current  fet  all  the  way,  till  we  made 
Cape  Conentes ,  which  was  the  21ft,  at  one 
A.  M.  diftance  two  or  three  leagues,  and  at* 
noon  Gape  Antonio  bore  E.b.S.  diftance  three 
leagues.  I  then  obferved,  by  a  medium  of 
all  the  quadrants,  the  latitude  21  deg. 

55  m/n*  N.  (five  miles  more  Southerly  than 
as  laid  down  in  my  chart)  long.  85  deg. 

49  min.  Weft  of  London,  by  my  eftimation. 
But,  I  dare  fay,  that  the  Gentlemen  will  do 
me  the  juftice  to  allow,  that,  fo  far  as  I  had 
been,  they  found  the  land  as  I  had  defcrib’d  it. 

As  to  my  further  proceedings,  I  was  at  alofs, 
having  never  been  at  Penfacola—  From  my 
depart m  e  from  Cape  Antonio,  I  was  deter¬ 
mined  to  make  all  the  obfervations  I  pof- 
fibly  could;  becaufe,  formerly,  I  was  un¬ 
certain  what  courfe  the  current  took  when 
it  let  to  leeward.- — From  this  place  I  copy 
the  log  of  his  Majefty’s  fhip  Ferret ,  for  the 
time  being.  The  iirft  day’s  work  being 
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February  22,  1766  ;  from  Cape  Antonio  I 
allowed  26  miles  for  the  current  to  fet 
N.  W.  then  I  was  in  the  latitude  of  23  deg„ 
North  ;  long,  from  Cape  Antonio ,  1  deg.  15 
min.  Weft. 

N.  B.  It  is  to  be  obferved,  that  the  moft 
part  of  this  24  hours,  we  were  going  into 
the  eddy  of  Cape  Antonio ,  where  the  current 
does  not  run  fo  ftrong  as  to  the  We  ft  ward. 

Second  day,  Feb.  23,  by  allowing  the 
current  to  fet  N.N.W.  42  miles  (where  the 
current  is  ftronger,)  and  the  Cut  touch  fhore 
gives  it  a  cant  more  Northerly,  lat.  25  deg. 
North  5  long,  from  Cape  Antonio ,  2  deg. 
Weft. 

The  24th,  by  allowing  the  current  to  fet 
North,  24  miles  thefe  24  hours,  (here  I 
fuppofe  the  current  to  ceafe,  being  in  the 
open  of  the  Bay  of  Mexico)  lat.  26  deg. 
1 1  min.  North  5  and  long,  from  Cape  Antonio 

3  deg.  50  min.  Weft. 

The  26th  found  no  current ;  latitude 
28  deg.  North  $  long,  from  Cape  A?ito?2io9 

4  deg.  11  min,  Weft.  From  thence  we 
made  a  North  courfe,  and  at  nine  P.  M.  the 
27th  of  Feb,  1766,  came  in  fight  of  Fort 
Balize ,  in  the  lat.  29  deg.  8  min.  N.  and 
long,  from  Cape  Antony  4  deg.  1 1  min.  W* 
The  fort  bore  N.fE.  diftance  a  or  3  leagues.

When  at  anchor  a£  Fort  Balize,  I  went 
up  into  the  main  top  to  make  my  remarks, 
and  by  lignals  in  the  boats  in  founding,  I 
•took  the  following  remarks. 

Fort  Balize  is  at  the  entrance  of  the  river 
Mifjijippi ;  it  bore  from  us  at  anchor  in  24- 
fathom  water,  N.dE.  dift.  5  or  6  miles. 
The  land  to  the  Southward  is  a  low  fandy 
point,  with  a  fandy  key  between  us  and  it, 
and  bore  S.S.W.4W.  dift.  3  or  4  leagues. 

Half  a  point  without  that,  I  faw  (hallow 
water,  which  continued  fo  till  abreaft  of  us, 
at  the  diftance  of  two  miles,  with  a  reef, 
and  dry  patches  thereon,  and  fo  all  round ; 
and  between  us  and  the  aforefaid  reef,  half 
way,  two  fathom  water  ;  but  between  Fort 
Balize  and  us,  there  were  broken  keys,  or 
gulleys,  in  the  land  ;  and  between  thofe  and 
us,  a  reef,  I  fuppofe,  made  up  of  drift 
trees  from  the  river,  in  the  time  of  frefhes ; 
for  at  all  other  times  there  cannot  come  out 
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any  from  this  channel,  having  but  little 
tide  coming  out,  for  the  main  channel  goes 
out  farther  to  the  Eaftward  ;  and  as  we  lay 
the  point  runs  from  the  Fort  to  the  Eaftward* 
as  well  as  the  reef ;  from  the  deck  no  en¬ 
trance  could  be  feen,  but  from  aloft>  I  not 
only  faw  the  entrance,  but  the  courfe  of  the 
river,  and  the  parting  of  the  channel,  and 
like  wife  a  fchooner  at  anchor  in  the  river  3 
alfo  a  Spanifft  frigate  at  anchor  without, 
which  brought  a  Spanijh .  Governor  for  New 
Orleans ,  and  the  garrifon ;  all  which  we 
were  informed  of  by  th e  French  pilot- boat 
that  came  off  to  us.  The  entrance  into  this 
channel  bore  N.  N.  E.  from  us.  The  land 
to  the  Eaft  of  this  entrance  is  broken  land, 
and,  I  believe,  has  been  made  out  of  the  drift 
of  the  river  ;  for  all  along  the  fliore  is  full 
of  great  trees,  that  have  been  drifted  down. 
The  Southermoft  and  outer  part  bore  N.E. 
4-  N.  but  there  was  a  reef  between  us  and  it 
fo  far  as  to  bear  E.  b.  S.  from  us,  then 
three  fathom  water,  and  being  fteep  to, 
makes  it  fafe  to  go  clofe  by  it ;  fo  that  by 
the  aforefaid  bearing,  it  will  appear  that 
there  are  not  more  than  eight  or  nine  points 
open  to  fea,  and  the  bottom  is  fo  muddy, 
that  it  is  impoflible  for  a  veffel  to  be  hurt  in 
it,  as  the  veffel  heaves  and  fets  therein, 
almoft  the  fame  as  in  water;  and,  what  is 
ftill  better,  the  anchors  do  not  come  home 
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as  on t  would  expert. — But  all  this  place 
will  be  defcribed  by  a  drawing  which  I 
have  made;  This  muft  be  noted,  that 
founding  is  not  a  great  way  of F ;  for  at  fix, 
P.  M.  we  founded,  and  had  no  ground 
with  a  hundred  fathom  of  line  ;  and*  be¬ 
fore  nine,  we  were  in  here. 

It  deferves  particular  notice,  that,  when 
you  come  in  upon  founding*  the  water  is  as 
muddy  as  in  the  river  Thames ,  and  herea¬ 
bouts  is  drift-wood.  I  know  that  it  flowed 
the  28th  of  Feb .  1766,  to  feven  A.  M.  and 
by  report  from  the  pilot,  it  flowed  3  feet  up 
and  down  at  this  bar,  and,  at  high  tides* 
13  and  14  feet. 

When  we  came  from  thence,  Fort  Ba - 
lize  bore  N.  N.  W.  This  channel  is  open, 
and  when  N.W.b.N.  at  noon,  I  obferved 
and  found  the  latitude  29  deg.  8  min.  N. 
then  in  ten  fathom  water,  eight  miles  dif- 
tance  from  the  fort.  At  eight,  P.  M.  foun¬ 
ded  in  62  fathom  water.  This  24  hours 
we  had  very  troublefome  weather.  The 
courfe,  with  the  bearings,  I  made,  S.  69  d. 
Ek  dift.  64  miles;  lat.  28  deg.  45  min.  N. 
then  out  of  founding.  March  1,  courfe 
made  N.  66  deg.  E.  dift.  61  miles ;  latitude 
29  deg.  10  min.  N.  No  founding,  but 
many  drift-trees  about  us. 

March  2,  courfe  made,  N.  42  deg.  E. 
dift.  74  miles.  At  eight  P.  ML  founded  in 
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62  fathom,  muddy  ground;  at  ten  P. M. 
2 7  fathom,  ftony  ground  and  {hells  i  Then 
brought  to,  and  next  morning  at  five  made 
fail,  then  in  20  fathom;  At  fix  faw 
the  land  from  the  mafl-head,  bearing  N.  E. 
tried  the  current,  and  found  it  incline  to 
the  S.  E.  At  noon  latitude  30  deg.  5  min, 
N.  By  computation,  I  found  I  was  from 
Fort  Balife ,  N.  71  d.  E,  dift.  I71  miles, 
with  difference  of  longitude  from  thence 
3  deg.  9  m.  Eaft.  . 

March  3,  we  kept  plying  to  windward, 
and  {landing  off  and  on .  between  three  and 
feven  miles  from  the  land^  and  had  from 
12  to  16  fathom  water,  and  at  noon  the 
obferved  lat.  was  30  d.  7  m.  N.  Then  we 
found  the  Eaftermoft  land  in  fight  to  bear 
E.S.E.  and  the  Weftermoft  W.  N.  W.  By 
this  we  knew  we  were  to  the  Eaft  ward,  16 
bore  away,  and  fleered  W.N.W.  being  from 
the  fhore  a  mile  and  half,  in  1 1  fathom 
water ;  the  courfe  did  not  near  the  {hore 
for  above  fix  leagues.  All  this  way,  the 
trees  by  the  fhore  are  tall,  and,  without 
them,  the  fhore  is  fandy,  making  in  cliffs 
here  and  there.  At  the  aforefaid  diftance 
we  kept  without  ten  fathom  water  ;  and  at 
the  end  of  the  aforefaid  diftance,  we  faw  a- 
breaft  of  us,  an  opening,  with  water  vifible 
on  the  infide,  like  a  lagoon.  Here  the  tali 

trees  difappeared,  and,  in  place  of  them, 
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low  ones,  and  not  fo  thick,  were  feen  ;  but 
the  fand  cliffs  ftill  continued  as  before,  or 
rather  higher.  We  then  run  three  leagues 
‘  farther,  and  found  the  land  from  the  laffc 
opening  to  ftretch  W.  b.  N.  and  W.  4-  N. 
In  the  evening  we  obferved  an  opening, 
and  then  we  ftood  off  and  on  till  morning, 
when  we  faw  the  fame  opening.  During 
the  night,  we  had  between  12  and  25  fa¬ 
thom,  and  back  to  14  fathom.  The  open¬ 
ing  bore  N. V/.  of  us.  Made  fail  towards  it, 
but,  in  our  way,  fell  in  with  an  overfall, 
from  13  fathom  to  7,  at  three  cafts  5  then 
10  fathom,  when  the  entrance  bore  N.N.W. 
4  or  5  miles.  This  we  found  to  be  the 
Eaft;  end  of  Rofe-IJland  :  It  is  a  low  fandy 
point,  from  whence  runs  out  a  fandy  bar, 
to  the  diftance  of  two  or  three  miles  from 
the  Eaft  fliore,  and  may  be  diftinguifhed  by 
the  breaking  of  the  waters. 

On  the  outermoft  part  of  the  Eaft  fide  of 
the  entrance  into  Rofe-IJland ,  appears  a  fandy 
cliff  when  bearing  N.N.W,  and  within  it  a 
bluff  point  of  trees,  on  the  fame  fide,  will 
juft  be  open  of  the  aforefaid  cliff. 

Rofe-IJland  is  in  length  14  or  15  leagues. 
The  latitude  of  the  Eaft  end  is  30  deg.  12 
min.  North  5  the  Weft  end  30  deg.  16  min. 
North,  and  if  you  keep  within  two  or  three 
leagues,  you  may  difcern  the  land  within 
it ;  for  there  are  but  here  and  there  tall 
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trees  upon  it  to  intercept  your  fight :  But, 
fhould  you  come  along  fhore  from  the  Eaft- 
ward,  about  four  or  five  leagues  from  the 
Eaft  end  there  is  a  clump  of  tall  -pine- 
trees,  in  number  fix  or  feven,  which  ftand 
by  themfelves,  and  appear  like  a  large  caftle 
at  a  diftance.  The  whole  ifland  is  made 
up  of  land-hills  ;  by  the  courfe  along  fhore, 
and  latitude,  with  thefe  remarks,  Roje-Jjland , 
in  my  opinion,  will  be  eafily  known. 

When  you  come  nigh  the  Weft  end,  you 
will  fee  a  fmall  fandy  ifland  detached  from 
the  main  ifland  ;  this  you  muft  keep  upon 
your  ftarboard  fide  in  going  into  Penfacola, 
and,  fhould  you  be  off  here,  the  gunner  of 
the  fort  hath  a  conftant  order  to  fire  a  gun, 
for  which  you  fhould  keep  a  good  100k  out. 

But  before  we  enter  the  harbour,  I  muft 
fay  fomething  of  the  ihore  to  the  Weft- 
ward.  I  take  the  bar  of  Penfacola  to  lye 
in  the  latitude  of  30  deg.  16  min.  North, 
and  the  bar  of  Mobile  in  37  deg.  9  min. 
North,  and  the  bearing,  allowing  6  deg. 
Eaft  variation,  I  take  to  be  between  them 
is  S.  80  deg.  30  min.  Weft;  diftance 
08  miles  ;  fo  that  the  land  ftretches  Weft- 
Southerly,  as  Rofe-  Ifland  does  Weft-Noi- 
therly.  And  another  material  remark  is, 
that,  at  the  like  diftance  from  Rofe-JJland, 
where  you  have  10  and  12  fathom  water, 
to  the  Weftward  you  will  have  but  5  and  6 
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fathom  »  and,  moreover,  upon  the  Weft 
point  of  the  entrance,  there  ftands  a  Angle 
dry  tree.  The  Weftward  of  the  har¬ 
bour  is  full  of  tall  trees,  {Rofe~IJland  not  l'o,} 
the  Angle  tree  is  very  remarkable. 

When  you  are  to  the  Weft  of  the  har¬ 
bour,  to  the  Weftward  of  the  forefaid  tree, 
there  is  a  lagoon,  dift,  3  leagues,  where  you 
may  fee  the  water  in  the  inAde,  over  the 
bank,  in  two  places,  about  a  mile  from 
ftiore  ;  then  you  have  but  three  or  four 
fathom  water,  but  to  the  Eaft  and  Weft  of 
this  lagoon  the  trees  along  fliore  are  tall  and 
high,  and  nigh  the  fea  fide,  which  is  not 
upon  Rofe-ljland.  Now,  fuppoAng  you  are 
off  the  bar,  and  no  pilot  on  board,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  directions  may  be  depended  upon. 

When  in  10  or  11  fathom  water,  you 
will  fee  a  red  cliff.  When  it  bears  N.  b.  E. 
4-E,  fleer  away  diredly  for  it  5  and  when 
Rofe-ljland  fort  comes  to  bear  N.  E.  ~  N. 
then  you  will  be  upon  the  bar  in  3^  fathom. 
Run  ip  for  the  cliff  till  you  are  within  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  ;  then  hawl  to  the  Eaft- 
ward,  where  you  will  fee  Dear  Point , 
which  is  alfo  a  red  cliff.  Keep  the  cliff  o- 
pen  of  Tartar  Point ,  which  is  the  point 
upon  the  larboard  Ade,  and  it  will  bear  about 
E.N.  E.  Give  Tartar  Point  a  good  birth, 
till  you  open  Penfacolay  when  it  will  bear 
N.  E.  Then  fleer  for  the  road,  where  you 
-*  '  '  •  niay 
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piay  anchor  in  4  or  5  fathom  water,  as  I  did 
the  7th  of  March  1766.  r 

March  14,  I  came  over  the  bar  of  Pen- 
facola,  in  the  (loop  Charles-FGrwny  with  an 
intent  to  be  landed  upon  the  Florida  fhore, 
or  Providence. — This  day  I  made  our  courfe’ 
(having  found,  by  obfervation,  that  we  had 
no  current)  S.  26  deg.  E.  dift.  1 20  miles, 
lat.  obferved  28  deg.  32  min,  N;  longitude 
from  Penfacola  bar  1  deg.  Eaft, 

March  15,  by  obfervation,  little  or  na 
purrent,  courfe  South  dift.  23  miles  ;  long,  as 
before,  latitude  28  deg,  10  m.  North. 

March  16,  courfe  made  S.  21  deg.  W. 
dift.  58  miles,  lat.  27  deg.  16  min.  North  ; 
long.  37  min.  E.  This  24  hours  I  found 
the  current  fet  us  a  Email  matter  to  the  South¬ 
ward. 

March  17,  courfe  made  S.  30  deg.E  ;  dift. 
114  miles;  lat.  25  deg.  38m.  N  ;  long.  1  d. 
41m.  E.  This  24  hours  I  found  the  cur¬ 
rent  fet  1 5  miles  to  the  South  by  obfer- 
vation. 

March  18,  courfe  made  S.  E.  dift.  128 
miles,  latitude  per  account  was  24  deg.  4 
min.  North,  but,  by  obfervation,  23d.  23  m. 
N.  at  the  fame  time  faw  the  Saddle-Hilly 
on  Cuba,  bearing  S.E.  diftance  from  fhore  6 
leagues ;  and,  by  account,  I  made  the  lon¬ 
gitude  from  Penfacola  to  this  place  3  deg. 
20  min.  Eaft;  fo,  by  the  laft  two  days 

works 
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works,  I  found  the  current  did  fet  over 
from  the  Fortudas  Bank  to  the  Saddle-Hilt> 
and  that  the  ftrongeft  fet -of  the  current  to 
the  Eaftward,  is  by  the  Cuba  fhore,  as  I 
found  by  experience  the  20th,  when  we 
ftood  over  from  the  Havannah ,  (when  I 
was  within  a  quarter  of  a  mile  of  the  Mo¬ 
no  Cafile )  to  make  the  Florida  fhore  5  for 
there  I  had  a  good  obfervation,  lat.  24  deg. 
19  min.  N.  and,  at  the  fame  time,  faw  the 
white  water  within  6  miles  of  us.  The 
next  day  I  obferved  in  the  latitude  24  deg. 
i7  m.  North,  and  from  the  maft-head  iaw 
Loo-Key ,  and  two  larger  Keys  to  the  Weft- 
ward  of  it,  with  trees  upon  them. 

March  22,  Cape  Florida  bore  W.  N.  W. 
lat.  24  deg.  52  min.  dift.  3  or  4  leagues  ; 
upon  founding,  at  four,  P.  M.  faw  the  Cape 
from  the  maft-head,  bearing  S.  W.  b.  W. 
diftance  6  or  7  leagues  ;  then  we  were  on 
founding. 

March  24  and  25,  were  in  the  latitude  of 
27  deg.  o  min.  North,  and  28  deg.  o  min. 
North,  all  the  time  upon  founding.  Every 
one  will  be  furprifed  that  I  have  not  given 
the  founding;  but  the  commander  I  wraswith, 
was  of  fuch  a  difpolition,  that  if  founding  was 
mentioned  by  any  one  but  himfelf,  he  would 
not  fuffer  it  to  be  done  ;  yet,  at  laft,  running 
in  upon  the  bank,  and  the  fea  making  (hort, 
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he  ordered  the  lead  overboard,  and  we  had 

7  fathom  water.  This  was  at  five,  P.M. 
March  25,  I  went  up  to  the  maft-head, 

to  look  out,  but  faw  no  land  nor  reef. 
The  bottom  was  fine  fand  and  fcollop-fhells. 
From  five,  P.  M.  to  fix,  we  had  from  6  to 

8  fathom ;  the  ground  the  fame  as  at  firft. 
From  eight  to  ten,  we  had  from  8  to  10 
fathom,  having  gone  6  miles  S,  E.  and  from 
ten  to  twelve  had  from  10  fathom  to  17 
having  run  6  miles  •  but  from  twelve  to 
two,  A.  M.  the  fwell  being  great,  with 
little  wind,  we  had  but  12  fathom,  courfe 
about  S.S.E.  From  two  to  four  we  had  but 
ten  fathom,  but  then  tack’d,  and  flood  N.E. 
for  5  or  6  miles  :  Then  we  had  25  fathom, 
foft  muddy  ground,  and  flood  on  till  nine, 
when  we  came  into  Ocean  water  5  and,  at 
noon,  obferved  the  latitude  28  deg.  23  min. 
North. 

By  this  account,  and  the  following  Let¬ 
ter,  which  I  fent  Governor  Grant  from  St 
Chriftopher' s,  to  which  place  I  was  carried 
againft  my  inclination,  it  may  appear  that 
the  Florida  fhore  is  lefs  dangerous  than  it 
has  formerly  been  fuppofed  to  be. 

Sir, 

T3LEASE  to  excufe  my  freedom  in  taking 
this  opportunity  to  acquaint  you  of  my 
purpofe  in  coming  to  fee  you,  and  of  my 

difl 
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difappointment.  I  prefame,  my  name  and 
character  are  not  unknown  to  you.  Wheni 
I  was  in  England \  I  underftood  that  the 
packet's  deflination  was  for  the  Windward - 
Iflands ,  Jamaica ,  Weft  and  Eaft- Florida , 
and,  lafUy,  to  Carolvia.  Having  fome  fmall 
affairs  to  tranfadt  at  Jamaica,  I  took  a 
paffage  in  a  merchant  veffel  bound  thither, 
in  order  to  be  a-head  of  the  packet :  At 
the  fame  time  took  with  me  feveral  of  my 
Charts  of  the  Gulph ,  Windward ,  and  Old 
$ freights  of  Bahama ,  in  hopes  to  difpofe  of 
them  at  the  aforefaid  places ;  and  likewife 
to  make  remarks  and  obfervations  in  the 
paffage  s  $  fo  that  if  I  found  any  miftake,  it 
might  be  rectified  in  the  next  impreffion. 

At  Jamaica  I  found  things  but  in  an  in¬ 
different  fituation,  no  packet  being  arrived 
the  9th  of  Feb.  1766,  when  his  Majefty’S 
fhip  Ferret ,  being  ordered  to  her  ftation  at 
Penfacola ,  I  waited  on  the  Hon.  Captain 
Murray ,  her  commander,  who  was  fo  good 
as  to  give  me  a  paffage,  and  defired  me  to 
make  his  compliments  to  you.  At  Penfacola  I 
was  informed,  that  the  packet  did  not  touch 
at  Eaft-Florida  5  and,  fliould  I  flay  for  her,- 
I  muft  be  carried  paft.  At  that  time  there 
was  a  veffel  to  fail  diredly  for  St  Chrijlo- 
fher’s,  and  having  fome  little  knowledge  of 
the  mafter,  I  was  in  hopes  that  he  would 
have  got  me  landed  on  fome  part  of  the 


Florida  Ihore,  or  that  I  might  be  met  by 
lb  me  fmall  veffel  that  would  land  me  there, 
or  at  Providence  •  but,  contrary  to  expec¬ 
tation,  I  was  carried  to  St  Kitt' s.  The 
purpofe  I  had  in  feeing  the  Florida  (hore, 
was,  that,  in  the  laft  war,  I  being  mafter  of 
his  Majefty’s  fhip  the  Fowey,  Capt.  Drake, 
was  call  away  in  the  Iat.  25  deg.  25  min. 
North  ;  and  got  over  the  reef  in  three  fa¬ 
thom  water,  after  our  bottom  was  very  much 
beat  to  pieces,  and  all  our  anchors  gone, 
and  being  left  without  the  reef,  we  drove 
to  the  Northward  in  five  and  fix  fathom  wa¬ 
ter  for  five  leagues.  At  the  fame  time  wilh- 
ed  for  lefs  depth,  that  we  might  .keep  our 
men  and  prifoners  dry  ;  but  at  laft  were  o- 
bliged  to  let  her  ftay  in  that  depth,  for  fear 
of  being  drove  out  into  the  gulph.  This 
is  what  I  know  of  the  reef.  N ow,  Ihould 
the  reef  continue  with  the  fame  depth  of 
Water  to  the  North  end,  fo  that  Ihips  may 
fail  in  and  out  with  the  wind  at  Eaft,  I 
know  of  no  place  that  could  be  made  fb 
much  to  the  advantage  of  the  Englijh  nati¬ 
on  as  this ;  for,  Ihould  there  be  a  war,  this 
would  be  a  good  place  to  lay  and  ob- 
ferve  the  motion  of  all  that  go  through 
this  paflage,  as  it  is  but  1 5  leagues  over  to 
the  illand  of  Bernina,  where  there  is  a  good 
harbour  for  fmall  vefl'els,  of  1 2  feet  draught, 

P  -  and 
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and  a  well  with  frefh  water  $  likewife  large 
fhips  may  lie  without  the  harbour. 

In  this  paflage  I  have  been  upon  regular 
founding  in  27 deg.  to  28  deg.  North;  and 
from  2 5  fathom  to  7  fathom,  which  con¬ 
firmed  me  that  we  were  to  the  North  of 
the  reef,  and  within  it  ;  for,  when  fartheft 
in,  we  faw  no  reef  nor  fhore  5  the  edge  of 
founding  is  foft  muddy  ground,  and  farther 
in,  fine  clear  fand,  with  black  fpecks,  and 
feollop-fhells  ;  all  which  makes  me  believe 
that  it  is  poflible  to  find  that  there  is  a  good 
going  into  the  reef.  This  much  I  am  fure 
of,  that  veflels  may  come  round  the  Florida 
fhore  upon  founding,  with  a  great  deal  of 
fafety ;  and  I  think  there  is  but  little  to  do 
in  finding  the  pafiage  out,  by  a  feaman  that 
knows  that  a  reef  makes  a  better  harbour 
than  if  there  was  high  land  on  the  outfide* 
For  I  well  remember,  that  in  St  Anne" s- 
Harbour  in  Jamaica ,  in  a  gale  of  wind  at 
North,  we  Were  obliged  to  put  in  our 
dead  lights,  our  ftern  being  to  windward^ 
occafioned  by  the  water  beating  over  the 
reef ;  which  forces  the  current  out  of  the 
channels. 

I  fhould  have  been  glad  to  have  made  the 
experiment  myfelf ;  buty  fhould  you  meet 
with  fuccefs  by  this  information,  which  I 
wifh  you  may,  I  have  made  fome  other  re¬ 
marks  in  my  travels,  which,  with  this,  I 

fhall 
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fhall  communicate  to  Admiral  Keppel,  and 
fliall  be  glad  of  your  opinion  by  letter ; 
which  will  greatly  oblige,  Sir,  your  humble

ftopher’s. 

In  my  way  to  the  Wejl-lndies ,  I  made 
the  following  remarks^  which,  during  laft 
war,  would  have  been  of  great  fervice, 
as  there  would  not  fo  many  Dutch  and 
French  have  efcaped  us  as  there  did  ;  I  mean 
the  Narrows  between  St  Chriflopher' s  and 
Nevis . 

The  firft  land  that  came  in  view,  was 
the  top  of  St  Martin' s,  making  like  three 
fmall  hills  joining  together,  the  middlemoft 
and  higheft  bearing  S.W.b.W.  Next  mor¬ 
ning,  by  fix  O'clock,  the  middle  of  St  Bar¬ 
tholomew's  bore  W.  diftance  4  or  5  leagues  $ 
and  the  Weft  end  of  St  Chriflopher' s,  S.  W. 
by  S.— St  Eufiatia ,  S.  W.  4-  W  —Nevis,  S« 
and  at  noon  in  latitude  17  deg.  29  min.  N. 
St  Bartholomew  bore  N.N.W.4-W.- — Saba, 
W.b.N.i-N.— St  Eufiatia,  Weft.— St  Chri- 
Jlopher's  Weft  end,  W.b.S.  Southerly.  The 
going  through  the  Narrows ,  S.b.W.  and 

P  3  Nevis , 
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Nevis,  N.E.  point,  South-Eafterly.  This 
was  taken  April  19,  1766. — At  half  paft 
four  we  came  through  the  Narrows ,  but, 
before  we  came  through,  I  found  that  whqn 
Saha  was  in  one  with  the  middle  of  St  Eu- 
fiatia ,  and  both  on  the  Northermoft  part 
of  St  Chrijlopher's  •  and,  the  fame  time. 
Rock  Dunder  in  one  with  the  Northermoft 
part  of  Nevis,  then  all  will  bear  N.  £.  and 
S.W.  and  before  you  come  to  the  Narrows 
you  will  fee  a  high  rock,  about  mid-way 
the  channel,  between  Nevis  and  St  Ghriflo- 
pher's ;  keep  it  on  the  larboard  fide,  or,  ra¬ 
ther,  keep  nigher  the  St  Kitfs  fhore  :  But 
you  muft  keep  Nevis's  South  point  open  of 
the  aforefaid  rock  to  the  Weftward,  to  a- 
void  a  reef  of  rocks  that  lye  without  the 
great  one.  This  rock,  and  the  Northermoft 
part  of  Nevis ,  when  in  one,  bears  S.E.b.S. 
Eafterly  ;  and  Nevis' s  South  point  will  bear 
then  S.^E.  But  to  the  Southward  of  the 
aforefaid  rock,  about  one  or  two  miles,  are 
two  leffer  rocks,  above  water  $  thefe  you 
muft  keep  on  the  larboard  fide,  and  rather 
be  nearer  the  St  Kztf  s  fide,  and  there  you 
will  have  four  and  a  half,  five,  and  fix  fa¬ 
thom  through,  with  good  ground  to  anchor 
in,  in  cafe  of  neceflity. 

I  made  fome  other  remarks  in  my  home¬ 
ward-bound  paffage. 

'  " '  ’  '  ;  "  At 
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At  Bafeterre ,  I  obferved  by  the  Croziers, 
and  tound  the  latitude  there  to  be  17  deg. 
p  min.  North  ;  but,  during  my  flay  there, 
from  March  19,  1766,  to  May  following, 
I  never  could  get  a  light  of  Jupiter's  fatel- 
lites. — When  we  came  to  fail  fo  far  out, 
J  found  that  the  highcft  top  of  St  Euftatia 
came  even  with  the  top  of  Brim  [l  one -Hill, 
and  that  the  two  Southermoft  points  of  St 
phr  if!  other's  and  St  Euftatia  were  in  one, 
and  bore  N.W.bN.  at  the  fame  time  Fort 

on  bore  N.  E.  Eafterly,  when  Sandy- 
Feint  and  Fumble- down-Dick,  or  the  Nor¬ 
th  ermoft  part  of  St  Eujiatia  comes  in  one, 
and  bears  W.  N.  W.  The  diredf  courfe 
from  the  Weft  end  of  St  Chrifiopher' s  is 
N.N.W.  to  St  Martins  Weft  end,  and  fo 
through  between  the  Dog  and  Prickly  Pear. 
For,  when  you  are  within  half  a  mile  of 
the  Weft  end  of  St  Martin's ,  the  Souther- 
tuoft  land  of  St  Bartholomew  cpmes  in  one 
with  the  Southermoft  land  in  fight  of  St 
Martin's ,  and  they  bear  S.  E.  bE.  and  then 
Saba  will  bear  S.  b  W.  Wefterly.  By  the 
aforefaid  bearings  of  St  Bartholomew  and 
Saba ,  if  you  fee  either  of  them,  you  may, 
by  them,  know  how  to  diredt  your  courfe 
for  the  Weft  part  of  StMartin's.  The  Weft 
end  of  St  Martin's ,  and  the  Weft  end  of 
Anguilla ,  bears  N.N.W.  Northerly.  When 
jhe  N.  E.  part  of  Anguilla >  the  North  fide 

of 
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of  Prickle  Peary  and  the  middle  of  Dog* 
JJldnd  bear  all  in  one,  it  is  Eaft  and  Weft, 
Three  miles  North  of  Dog-IJland ,  J  obfer- 
ved  at  noon,  and  found  the  latitude  1 8  deg. 
26  min.  North  j  and  the  variation  2  deg.  30 
pain.  Eaft :  At  the  fame  time,  St  Martin1  s 
ftiewed  itfelf  beyond  Anguilla ,  from  the 
E.  S,  E.  to  S.  b  W. 

Since  the  addition  of  E aft  and  Wefl-Flo - 
rida  to  the  crown  of  Gr  eat -Brit  ainy  it  is 
hoped  that  the  Old  Straights  of  Bahama 
will  be  made  more  ufe  of  than  formerly  \  as 
it  is  by  far  the  bell:  and  fhorteft  way  from 
England  to  thofe  parts,  as  well  as  the  heal-? 
thieft ;  for  there  is  no  occalion  to  go  to  the 
South  of  19  deg.  30  min.  North,  all  the 
way  ;  and,  moreover,  moft  commonly 
there  is  frefh  trade  winds  all  the  way  down, 
and  as  all  the  avenues  to  the  Old-Straights, 
fhould  be  well  known,  I  here  give  the  fol¬ 
lowing  remarks,  which  I  hope  will  be  of 
great  fervice  to  North- America  as  well  as 
England ;  for,  when  I  came  from  New- 
York,  in  the  year  1755,  in  his  Majefty’s  Ihip 
Sphynx3  the  firft  land  we  made  in  the  Weft- 
Indies ,  was  the  Northermoft  part  of  Turks - 
Ifland .  We  made  it  in  the  evening  5  but 
flood  off  and  on  till  next  morning,  then 
made  fail  for  it,  when  it  appeared  like  fand- 
hills,  and  a  round  rock  detached  fropi  the 
North  end  of  it ;  there  is  a  Ihoal  that  runs 

North 
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North  off  the  rock  about  three  miles.  At 
noon  I  made  an  obfervation  when  the  afore- 
faid  rock  bore  Eaft  of  us,  diftance  4  miles, 
latitude  2 1  deg.  47  min.  North  ;  at  the 
fame  time  faw  the  Keys  upon  the  Corcois 
bank,  three  in  number  $  one  bore  W.N.W. 
and  another  Weft,  and  the  laft  tending  to 
the  S.  W.  diftance  from  the  Weft  4  leagues. 
The  Keys  of  cTurks-IJland  bearing  S.  b  W.  4. 
W.  at  this  time  we  fteerea  S.S.W.  and  that 
courfe  kept  us  the  fame  diftance  off  Ihore, 
till  we  palled  the  third  and  laft  Key,  which 
I  take  to  lay  in  the  latitude  of  21  deg.  30 
min.  North, 

Since  that  time,  I  have  endeavoured  to 
improve  my  obfervations  on  the  Eaft  end  of 
Mayaguands ,  for  I  was  certain  of  the  Weft 
end  before,  but  not  of  the  Eaft,  till  this  laft 
voyage  of  mine. 

The  following  obfervations  of  the  Eaft 
efrd,  are  taken  from  a  log-book. 

At  five,  A.  M.  faw  Mayaguana  bearing 
S.E.bE.  the  Eaft  end  diftance  two  leagues. 
Made  a  fmall  tack  to  the  Northward,  in 
order  to  weather  a  reef  that  runs  out  from 
the  Eaft  end  of  the  ifland, about  two  leagues. 
At  noon  being  by  the  winds,  laying  S.E.  la¬ 
titude  obferved  22  deg.  28  min.  North ;  then 
the  outermoft  part  of  the  reef  bore  S.  W. 
diftance  3  or  4  miles ;  and  the  S.  E.  point 
of  the  ifland  bore  W.  S.  W.  dift.  3  leagues. 

At 
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At  five,  P.  M.  the  Eaft  end  of  Mayagu'and 
boreN.W. 4N.  dift.  8  leagues;  and  at  the 
fame  time  faw,  from  the  maft-head,  the 
Northermoft  Keys  upon  the  Gorcois  bank, 
bearing  S.  E.  diftance  about  8  leagues ;  then 
run  S.  bW,  30  miles  ;  and  then  Little  He- 
neago  bore  Weft,  diftance  3  or  4  leagues. 

The  going  in  by  Crooked- If l and  I  have 
already  defcribed,  only  that  there  is  very  re¬ 
gular  founding  upon  the  Eaft  part  of  the 
Bahama  bank,  which  I  (hall  rectify  in  my 
charts. 

I  return  to  my  former  obfervations  in  his 
Majefty’s  fhip  Sphynx .- — Being  off  old  Cap g 
Francois ,  I  found  the  rocks  and  flioals  bore 
N.W.  from  thence,  diftance  9  leagues ;  and 
when  the  Cape  bofe  E;  b  S.  then  the  W ef- 
termoft  land  in  fight  bore  W.  b  N;  fo  the 
land  ftretches ;  but  W.  N.  W.  is  the  dired: 
courfe  from  the  Cape  to  Monte  Chrifti  ;  la¬ 
titude  off  Cape  Francois  19  deg.  40  min'.* 
North  ;  and  from  Cape  Francois  to  Cape 
Caberoon ,  is  E.  S.  E.  diftance  16  leagues; 
Cape  Samina  is  on  the  fame  land,  and  will 
appear  as  reprefented  in  the  copper-plate  an¬ 
nexed,  when  in  the  latitude  of  19  deg.  34 
min.  North,  when  Cape  Satnina  bears  S.W. 
bS.  and  Cape  Caberoon  S.W.dS.  dift.  5  or  6 
leagues  from  fhore.  I  am  the  more  parti¬ 
cular  of  this,  as  it  is  the  land  and  latitude 

that 
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that  ftiould  be  firft  made  in  coming  from 
the  E  aft  ward,  and  is  a  very  fafe  paffage. 

When  Samina  bore  W.  4-  S.  diftance  6 
leagues,  we  faw  the  high  land  of  Cape  Ra¬ 
phael the  Southermoft  part  of  the  high 
land  bore  S.bE ;  but,  as  we  came  nearer  to 
It,  we  found  a  low  beacb  land,  which, 
ftretched  out  from  the  Southermoft  high 
land,  S.  E.  about  5  leagues  ;  the  low  land 
is  the  Eaft  end  of  Hifpaniala,  and  is  called 
Point  Efpada  ;  from  thertce  to  Mona  and 
Monica,  S.E.  diftance  5  leagues ;  from  Point 
Efpada  we  fteered  S.bW.  and  S.  S.  W.  ard 
at  noon  obferved  in  the  latitude  18  deg.  14 
min.  North  ;  then  Monica  and  Mona  bore 
E.  S.  E.  diftance  4  leagues,  when  we  were 
diftant  from  the  Ihore  4  leagues,  P oint  E- 
fpada  North  4  leagues.
